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The Common Brick 


HERE isa tendency in most industries 
today to pay more and more attention 


to visual appeal. Manufactured goods of 


all kinds, from pots and pans to motorcars, 
are becoming more glamorous, and con- 
siderations of substance and performance 
tend to be overshadowed by external 
finishes. 

In earlier days, a brick was a brick. No 
doubt some were better than others, and 
the principle of sorting for facing and 
backing must have been practised centuries 
ago, but during the last few decades, with 
the premium on aesthetic appeal, facings 
and commons seem to have moved far 
apart. In fact, in some works today, 
backing bricks are no longer simply a 
by-product of facing brick production; 
common bricks are specifically made as 
commons, by modern scientific methods. 

Encouraged by architects and builders, 
manufacturers of facing bricks have steadily 
widened their ranges; new colours have 
been produced to whet the appetite of the 
designer; new textures devised to exploit 
light and shade. Meanwhile, the common 
brick has had to compete with various 
alternative materials for backing and 
inner-leaf construction. Some of these 
may offer some advantage so far as thermal 
conductivity is concerned, but experience 
has shown that one property alone is no 
criterion for the selection of a structural 
building material, and the common brick, 
with its all-round good performance, is 
regaining lost friends. 

The common brick combines strength, 
durability and resistance to fire with 
reasonable standards of thermal insulation 
and sound deadening. It forms an ideal 
backing for rendering and plastering. 
Where walls are liable to receive rough 


treatment, good, solid brick construction 
eliminates periodical repairs. Wall fittings 
may be easily and securely anchored, and 
cutting and chasing may be undertaken 
without risk of serious damage. Where 
good standards of hygiene are desirable, 
the common brick is a safeguard against 
infestation. 

Internal skins built of brick have a 
greater ability to take up movement, and 
are not so liable to cause pattern cracking 
of plaster applied as a skim coat only. 
Further, the common brick is much more 
convenient and adaptable than larger units 
for use internally in buildings where there 
are large numbers of openings such as 
doors and windows. Cutting is reduced 
to a minimum. 

For many parts of a building where the 
work is finally obscured, chimney breasts 
for example, the common brick has no 
serious rival. Colour washed common 
brick provides an attractive and serviceable 
exterior. Many grades of common brick 
have good loadbearing capacities, and may 
be bonded in with facings in positions 
where good appearance is not vital. 

The common brick has no pretension 
to beauty, but it is the jack-of-all-jobs, 
proved by long usage, convenient, adapt- 
able, economical and—even in these days 
of scientific building—quite indispensable.

AMERICAN HOUSEBUILDING 


RE there any improved methods of construction or design in American 

housebuilding that could be used with advantage and economy by house- 
builders in the United Kingdom? Early last year, with the object of finding 
out, a delegation of registered housebuilders, all members of the Southern 
Counties Federation of Building Trades Employers, including several ladies, 
under the leadership of Mr. C. G. Drewitt, President of that body, visited the 
United States and Canada on a month’s tour. Their report, just issued under 
the title * Home Building in America * is brief but informative. 

In his foreword Mr. Drewitt writes: ‘To say that the American approach 
to housing is different from our own is an understatement; the standard of 
living, the climatic conditions, abundant finance, unfettered private enterprise, 
price range and availability of certain raw materials—all these matters render 
difficult a comparison with the British housing industry, but as this report 
indicates, we can learn a lot from our American and Canadian friends.’ 

The American housebuilding industry has provided more than 12 million 
new houses since the end of the war. Over 80 per cent of them, says the report, 
are of the one-storey ranch or rambler type, and about 6 per cent of the * split- 
level’ type; only about 20 per cent are said to be of brick or masonry, the 
remainder being of timber frame construction, although a veneer of brick or 
stone is becoming increasingly popular. Sheathings and sidings applied to 
these frames include such materials as plywood and insulating fire-resistant 
plasterboard, with coloured asbestos or cedar shingles for the roofs. 

Timber, of course, is the traditional building material of North America, 
but in spite of its abundance American houses are not cheap. Most of those 
examined by the delegation, two or three of which are illustrated in the 
report, would appear to have comprised a dining-living room, kitchen, three 
bedrooms and garage, and sometimes some extra accommodation, but they 
cost generally about $22,000 (£7,850). On the other hand, they are elaborately 
equipped by British standards—the report mentions large built-in cupboards, 
luxuriously fitted bathrooms, magnificent kitchens with automatic oven built-in 
at eye level, dishwashing machine, a large refrigerator with deep-freeze com- 
partment, laundry with washer and dryer, and other labour-saving devices. 
Centra] heating is the rule; solid fuel, electric or gas fires are practically non- 
existent. 

The average American is much more mobile than his British counterpart, 
and less inclined to become sentimentally attached to his house and garden. 
* The homes,’ says the report, * will stand up as long as they are needed.” They 
are ‘designed to be lived in, to relax in and to enjoy, and to be pulled down 
when out of date and replaced by an up-to-the-minute successor.’ They have 
‘no lasting structure.’ 

As to planning, the ladies of the party did not like the idea of the front 
door opening straight into the living-room with a clear view from the front 
door into the kitchen, nor the running up and down stairs involved in the 
* split-level’ type of house. Other things criticised are the lack of privacy in 
the layout of estates and the multitude of overhead wires. On the other hand, 
there is praise for the shopping centres provided, the self-service supermarkets, 
and the facilities for car-parking. 

The report includes some interesting information on financing methods and 
building organisation—apprenticeship, productivity, wages, trade agreements 
and the activities of the National Association of Home Builders, with its 40,000 
members, 20 regions and 300 local associations. 

The delegation reached the conclusion that there are a number of aspects

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of the American home and the home-building industry that might be usefully 
mcorporated in the British pattern. These include better insulation of the 
house, the adoption of central heating, the improvement of estate layouts and 
shopping facilities, better building * products,’ new forms of construction to 
speed erection time and lower costs, hard work and lower taxation, the easing 
of credit and greater support by home-builders of their organisation. It is 
suggested, too, that architectural ‘Chapters’ could facilitate the entry of 
architects into the housing field by producing ‘a booklet introducing local 
architects interested in home building, by photograph, address and short 
write-up, together with photographs or plans of recent work.’ We fear that 
this would violate the Code of Professional Conduct. 

The Southern Counties Federation is to be congratulated on the production 
of this useful report, which deserves to be widely circulated and read. 


PRIVATE LIVES 
HE charts included in the Research Paper 27 of the National Building 
Studies (reviewed on another page) provide fascinating reading for anyone 
less concerned with the technical aspects of the report than to observe the 
domestic sidelights which such a study reveals. 

For instance, a table showing the statistics of a housewife’s normal bedtime 
reveals the absorbing fact that the most popular time is from 11.0 to 11.29 p.m., 
with 10.30 to 10.59 p.m. running it close. The figure drops immediately after 
11.29 p.m. showing that the number of housewives who retire between 11.30 
and 11.59 p.m. is only about a quarter of those who scamper off to bed before 
11.29 p.m. sharp. 

Whilst it is common knowledge that wireless and television sets can generally 
be heard in adjoining flats, who would have thought that up to 87 per cent 
of people interviewed in one of the groups would claim to be able to hear 
people talking in the flat above? More fascinating still is that out of the 
87 per cent, 29 per cent can hear ‘some of the words,’ 10 per cent can hear 
‘most of the words,’ whilst—most devastating of all—another 10 per cent 
can hear ‘all the words.” One would like to think for the sake of the people 
in the flat above that an odd word or two got by here and there—but no, there 
it is in black and white—10 per cent of the people in the flat below hear 
the lot! 

But what is this our searchers after social truths have brought to light? 
The hammering and the banging we knew about, the footsteps and voices, 
too—but here is a figure which shows that in all the flats examined someone 
could hear a piano or organ in the adjoining flat. This is something which 
has been kept completely dark until now. Never have we had the least inkling 
that housing authorities were providing for the Lost Chord! More is surely 
yet to come, and given time the social researchers will as surely ferret it out. 
They have already obtained an overwhelming proportion of ‘ Yes’s’ to the 
hushed question ‘ Do you hear footsteps on the stairs?’ It cannot rest there: 
truth will out.

Architectural Wedding 


RCHITECTURE, which enters into 

life in many ways, was much in evi- 
dence at the marriage last Saturday, in 
the Chapel of the Cross in Coventry 
Cathedral, of Miss Gillian Spence and 
Mr. Anthony Blee. The bride is secretary 
to her father, architect of the Cathedral, 
and the groom an assistant in the office. 

For many of the guests this was a first 
opportunity to see the progress of the 
Cathedral, which is all but walled and 
now awaits the roof, a process which will 
be begun in June, and will start from the 
liturgical east (north) and west ends 
simultaneously in order to complete 
before the autumn. The roof, as is 
known, is vaulted, and we gather that the 
contractors, Messrs. John Laing & Son, 
Ltd., have devised a means of getting the 
external skin on first, following with the 
internal lamella structure. This will be 
one of the most delicate of the building 
operations. 

* * 

Now THAT THE NAVE is enclosed with 
the 120-ft. high Hollington pink sand 
stone walls, the vast scale of the 
Cathedral becomes evident; the revetted 
windows to the nave are structurally com 
plete and ready to receive the glass which 
has been designed by the Royal College 
of Art design team, so soon as the roof 
is in place. As a distinguished architect 
remarked: * This is going to be a tour de 
force all right!’ There appears to be no 
reason why the structure should not be 
finished within the contract time of end- 
1961, ready for ceremonial dedication in 
1962. A small section of the stained glass 
is already in position in the Chapel of the 
Cross in the Undercroft; while it is not 
possible to estimate the effect of the 
designers’ intentions from this small 
sample, there is no reason to doubt that 
the effect when seen in the tall nave 
windows will be other than fully satis 
factory. 


YOUTH HOSTEL, HOLLAND PARK.—The King George V Memorial Youth Hostel, in the grounds of Holland House, 
Kensington, will be inaugurated on May 25 by the Queen, accompanied by the Duke of Edinburgh. Now nearing completion, 
the hostel consists of a new building (left) and the restored east wing of Holland House (built in 1621). The architects 

are Sir Hugh Casson and Neville Conder 
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This Chapel was a perfect setting, 
with its simple furnishings and exquisite 
Altar furnishings, for this, the first wed- 
ding to be celebrated in the Cathedral, 
which was conducted by the Bishop of 
Coventry, The Rt. Rev. Cuthbert 
Bardsley, and the bridegroom’s father, 
the Rev. Arthur Blee. The bride, to the 
inexperienced male eye, was dressed in 
pale lilac satin cut on an Empire line, and 
looked charming. She and her husband 
greeted their guests afterwards at a recep- 
tion held in the new Leofric Hotel, 
decorated for the occasion with paper 
sculptures executed by Professor Spence’s 
office staff under the direction of Mr. 
David Rock, ARIBA. The innovation of 
‘no speeches’ other than a toast to the 
bride and groom played its part in a most 
memorable and happy occasion. 


Le Corbusier Exhibition 

THANKS to the Building Centre and 
other generous supporters, London can 
now see the Corbusier Exhibition at 
Store-street until March 6, writes Basil 
Marriott. Even in two parts (basement 
and third floor) the whole as deployed in 
Liverpool could not have been contained, 
but the result is a distillation rather than 
a curtailment, and dces not seem to suf- 
fer in representativeness. The full treat- 
ment was reviewed in The Builder for 
December 9 last by Mr. Herbert Thearle 
from Liverpool, and it remains only to 
bring the Corb Story up to date. 

Le Corbusier is now established as 
probably the most significant architect of 
his time in the minds of many who never 
saw a Corb building. More surprising is 
the wide popular acceptance he shares 
with Picasso, as representing the 
modern movement—whether as prophet 
or beating boy is to some extent irrele- 
vant just now. 

t is interesting to note the reactions of 
successive generations, who catch the 
Corbs—or the Miesles—with varying 
severity but unfailing regularity. Today’s 
epidemic, judged by the opening at the 
Building Centre, runs true to form but 
perhaps at slightly lower temperature: 
one has the impression that discount is 
beginning to be made for each new Corb 
building’s being, as it were, a prototype 
whose message is ‘take it from there.’ 
If so, this condones a certain rough-cut- 
ting by the master in both mass and 
detail, and in no way reduces his stature 

The survey in Store-street is most 
impressive, and looks well and con- 
genially mounted, particularly in the 
basement. If I have any misgivings, they 
are about the paintings and sculpture, 
which perhaps gain too much emphasis 
by the changed proportion of the Liver- 
pool Mixture. But the tapestries’ inclu- 
sion I think entirely warranted, and even 
a reassurance of Le Corbusier’s ascend- 
ancy as a designer—i.e., thriving on 
limitations of media and method neces- 
sarily applied by other hands than his 
own as artist. 


Recorded Technical Talks 

AN OPPORTUNITY for members of 
societies allied to the RIBA and students 
of schools of architecture, particularly in 
the provinces, to hear talks by experts on 


technical subjects is being given in a new 
loan service instituted by the Building 
Centre. Each talk lasts 45 minutes and is 
on a double-sided long-playing record. 
Illustrations are also provided in a film- 
strip containing from 80 to 150 pictures. 

A preview of the second talk in the 
series was given on January 26 at the 
Centre. This was entitled ‘Coventry 
Cathedral, and was recorded by Professor 
Basil Spence, OBE, PRIBA. 

The illustrations showed the progress 
of the building from the planning stage 
and followed the alterations in design 
made at each stage; the reasons for these 
changes were also described with many 
of the original sketches being shown. 

Both the slides and the commentary 
proved extremely interesting, and there is 
little doubt that the copies available will 
be in great demand in the future. 

A talk on * Curtain Walling, by Mr. W. 
Allen, ARIBA, and Mr. E. D. Mills, 
FRIBA, is to be made available shortly. 
Other talks are in preparation and it is 
hoped to issue them at a rate of about 
three a year. 

Borrowers must provide themselves 
with an ordinary record-player or 
radiogram and a 35 mm film-strip pro- 
jector. Synchronisation of the two 
instruments is not necessary, change of 
picture being signalled to the projector 
operator by a ‘pip’ sound in the 
recording. 


Who Cares? 


Do you care about the appearance of 
the city, town or village in which you 
live? Whether you do or do not you will 
be interested in a series of four films 
produced by the BBC Television Service 
in collaboration with the Civic Trust. 

In a pamphlet entitled ‘Who cares? ’ 
the Corporation give details of these 
films and the dates on which they are 
to be shown. They are: ‘Any Old Iron’ 

February 17: ‘A New Way Home’ 
February 24; ‘A Road to Ruin *—March 
3; ‘Spare That Tree ’°—March 10. All 
are to be screened at 10.15 p.m. 

The aim of these films is to show 
among other things how hoardings, street 
signs, litter, derelict buildings, and a 
clutter of man-made objects can destroy 
the dignity and character of our towns. 

There is little doubt that the problem 
increases daily and because of this people 
must be made aware of the fact and in- 
formed as to what can be done to remedy 
matters. 

Fortunately there are already organisa- 
tions and individuals who do care and 
the efforts of some of them will be shown. 

The inquirer throughout the series is 
Mr. A. Douglas Jones, FRIBA, head of 
the Birmingham School of Architecture. 


Accurate Maps 


TOWN PLANNERS, architects and develo- 
pers have for so long enjoyed in this coun- 
try the use of maps which for accuracy 
are generally agreed to be unrivalled in 
the world that they tend to take this 
facility for granted, and to forget that the 
basis of all our modern maps is the pain- 
staking work of the Ordnance Survey 
throughout the years. The Ordnance 
Survey is not, however, content to rest 
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on its laurels, and is forever striving for 
even greater accuracy, and to revise and 
bring up to date the whole range of maps 
issued by it. 

An interesting fact in the Survey's 
annual report for 1957-58 (now published, 
HMSO price 5s. 6d.), is that the use of 
a new instrument for measuring distance 
by electronic means, known as _ the 
Tellurometer, has shown that everywhere 
the scale of the primary triangulation is 
slightly too large. This scale error, says 
the report, arises from the fact that the 
new triangulation was scaled to fit the old 
triangulation as closely as possible so as 
to avoid large changes in the graticules of 
Ordnance maps and plans. However, lest 
there be a rush to make a bonfire of 
existing maps, it should be pointed out 
that the mean scale error is small, about 
1 in 100,000, and the maximum error so 
far found is about | in 30,000. * These 
errors,’ the report adds reassuringly, * have 
negligible importance for practical users 
of maps.’ More news of the Tellurometer 
is given on page 327. 


Interesting Handbook 


THe Handbook of the 
Norwich Association of Architects for 
1958-59 is one of exceptional interest, 
containing in addition to the normal fea- 
tures that one expects to find, such as a 
list of officers and members of council, 
a register of members, and the Presiden- 
tial Address (in this case by Mr. C. J 
Tomkins, FRIBA), two most interesting 
contributions on Housing in Norfolk and 
Norwich. The first is on Urban Housing, 
by Mr. David Percival, BA, ARIBA, 
MTPI, City Architect of Norwich, and 
the second on Rural Housing, by Mr. 
Herbert Tayler, FRIBA. 

Mr. Percival deals with the problems 
of central area redevelopment and des- 
cribes what has been done in Norwich 
since the end of the war, one particularly 
interesting scheme (illustrated by a photo- 
graph) being the Heartsease Estate, where 
economic designs have been carried out 
on a fifteen-foot frontage, both for two- 
storey houses and four-storey maison- 
ettes. Mr. Tayler writes realistically but 
hopefully about the problems of rural 
housing. Illustrations are given of two 
attractive schemes carried out by Messrs 
Tayler and Green in Norfolk, at Hales, 
for Loddon RDC, and at Gillingham, the 
latter (shown in a water-colour by Mr. 
J. Fletcher Watson, ARIBA) having been 
awarded an RIBA Bronze Medal, 1958.

Bradford Central Area Redevelopment 


The Corporation’s original plan provided for the main 
shopping street to be Broadway which was 80 ft. wide 
Retailers, however, are opposed to wide streets and 
Bradford Corporation accepted Hammerson’s suggestion 
to reduce the width to 60 ft., which should discourage 
motorists. The Corporation will provide inner ring roads 
to carry through traffic. 

The redevelopment needed to be served by wide trunk 
roads leading to and from the City centre. The Ministry 
of Transport have approved the Corporation’s plans for 
these main artery roads which will focus on the re-sited 
Forster Square revealing Bradford’s Cathedral to public 
view, and they will be provided concurrently with the 
general redevelopment. 

One complication was that through the centre of 
Bradford runs a river known as The Beck, driven under- 
ground when commercial developments took place in the 
last century, but still hampering the redevelopment of the 
major sites. The Corporation has found it necessary to 
spend £125,000 in ensuring that the underground water- 
ways of the City would not be in the way of the 
development.

BOOK 


IME LANDSCAPE OF POWER. By Sylvia Crowe 
PILA. (London: The Architectural Press.) 
Price 16s, 

‘TFYHE LANDSCAPE OF POWER’ is a 

timely book and the author, Sylvia 

Crowe, as the distinguished president of the 

Institute of Landscape Architects, is well 

qualified to speak. She is not a preservation 

ist, not, that is, in the narrow sense of 
wanting things left just as they are. She 
knows too well that we cannot put the clock 
back and accepts to the full the implications 
of all our modern constructions for power, 
the huge oil refineries, the nuclear reactors, 
the hydro-electric stations, the network of 
the electricity grids, all, in fact, of the techno 
logical inventions and innovations which 
science has provided and will, presumably, 
continue to provide. She accepts the new 
and changing pattern of the agricultural 
scene and the new and changing pattern of 

English village life. 

She accepts, and indeed the fact is in 
escapable, that the old familiar English land 
scape 1s undergoing change and that the pace 
of that change will progressively increase 
What she emphatically does not accept is 
that the inevitable change need be, un 
avoidably, an inevitable disaster. 

In a recent address to a School of Town 
and Country Planning the author of this 
book painted a horrifying picture of the 
shape of things to come, of the abomination 
of desolation of our countryside, if the 
present trend and climate of opinion were 
to continue unchecked for the next fifty 
years. Local disasters which have already 
befallen us sharply point the moral. Change 
there must be, but change need not be for 
the worse. There is yet time, with resolu 
tion—and resolution must be firmly under 
lined—to build anew on foundations of the 
old. 

This book suggests three ways by which, 
in what may be called the technical aspect, 
these problems may be handled First, 
small constructions may be absorbed within 
the existing pattern. Second, larger con 
structions can be introduced as new focal 
points within the existing pattern. Third, 
by creating a new pattern for the new shapes 
But whichever technical method might be 
applicable there is an essential and funda 
mental requirement common to them all 
That basic requirement is to see and under 
stand the landscape as a whole, within that 
framework to plan the landscape as a whole, 
to ensure that all things added shall be 
designed and sited in unity with that land 
scape, to be seen not as self-contained com 
positions in their own right but as com 
ponents of the larger scene. 

Technical difficulties, which landscape 
architects can solve, pale to insignificance 
against the immense task of carrying through 
a comprehensive and all-embracing plan. To 
discuss this task would be to go beyond the 
limit of review but if it points the dangers 
and stimulates the imagination it may well 
make an important contribution to that task’s 
ultimate achievement, JAMES BURFORD.

HE Council Chamber is entirely surrounded at close 
quarters by other county buildings, and cannot be seen 
from any road. 

Good visibility in the chamber was achieved by arranging 
the tiered members’ seating in partially semi-circular form 
with the chairman seated centrally on the axis. The 
chairmen of committees sit on a dais on each side and 
slightly below the level of the chairman with the chief 
officers seated behind their respective chairmen. These 
seats are inclined inwards on plan so that the chairman has 
a clear view of all members. 

The Press and officials other than chief officers were 
seated in four panelled recesses, two at each side of the 
chamber, and seating is provided for 40 members of the 
public in a gallery facing the chairman and having a 
Res NEW BUILDINGS commanding view of the whole chamber.

The most interesting constructional 
feature of the Council Chamber is the 
multi-sided RC roof which covers an 
area of approximately 3,300 sq. ft. and 
has maximum span of 75 ft. and mini- 
mum span of 54 ft.; it is claimed to 
be unique. It consists basically of half 
Vierendeel trusses arranged radially as 
main components which, with other radial 
and ring beams, support thin RC roof and 
ceiling slabs. Only along one axis is the 
structure symmetrical and the whole roof 
structure rests entirely on the external walls 
and four piers integral with the walls. It is 
free to expand or contract in all directions. 

The centre portion of the roof has a 
slightly domed effect, and contains a large 
horse-shoe shaped laylight following the 
line of the seating below. Immediately 
above is a patent roof light which is the 
main source of natural light for the 
chamber. The laylight is constructed in 
anodised aluminium with deep bars, giving 
an interesting coffered appearance. 

The portion of floor immediately in front 
of the chairman’s dais and at the geometric 
centre of the chamber, is paved in Hornton 
stone. Immediately above the stone floor, 
which was required for acoustic purposes, is 
a panel of the same shape and size in 
acoustic felt, canvas covered. The side 
walls of the chamber above the deputies’ 
recesses are lined with acoustic board. 

The heating and ventilation of the 
chamber is by a plenum system which 
introduces warm air at high level. The 
ante room is heated by means of floor 
panels. The council chamber heating is 
thermostatically controlled. 

The main artificial lighting for the 
chamber is situated under the roof space 
and is directed through the laylight. Other 
concealed lighting to illuminate curtains 
and ceiling is situated in fibrous plaster 
troughs above Press and deputies’ recesses. 

The new office block provides office 
accommodation on three floors with base- 
ment storage. The walls above basement 
level are in mainly 15} in. brickwork. The 
roof is constructed on steel trusses and 
finished with Delabole slates. Heating is by 
a low pressure hot water system which is 
connected up to the main Shire Hall 
system previously designed to take the 
additional load.

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25 YEARS ON 
Mr. Graham Dawbarn Looks 
Back—and Forward 


HERE comes a time in every profes- 

sional man’s life when it is pleasant 
for him, and may be profitable for others, 
to halt for a moment, looking back down 
the arches of the years before turning again 
to the tasks of the future. 


In a small private exhibition of some of 


the firm’s works at their Portland-place 
office, Graham Dawbarn has paused to 
look back over the 25 years since the late 
Nigel Norman and he first entered into 
partnership in 1933 as Norman and Daw- 
barn, architects and aeronautical consult- 
ants. They had met four years earlier when 
Norman had just founded ‘ Airwork’ at 
Heston and Dawbarn had completed his 
first five years in private practice. The 
development of Heston was handed over to 
the new firm as one of their first jobs ; 
the present writer, who attended the 
opening of the Workshop hangar there, 
well remembers the impression made on 
him by the clean workmanlike lines of the 
building, no less than by Norman’s charm- 
ing personality. 

The two partners collected their airport 
planning data the hard way; they borrowed 
a Pussmoth in Toronto in 1931 and flew 
together seven or eight thousand miles 
through the USA looking at aerodrome 
buildings and landing fields, some 40 or 50 
in all. As Dawbarn relates in a delightful 
and modest essay to a catalogue to the 
exhibition, written primarily for the interest 
of the firm’s staff, ‘ In those days it was easy 
to be an “expert” since virtually none 
existed.” Much pioneer work followed on 
the siting and development of aerodromes, 
interspersed with more orthodox archi- 
tectural jobs. 

Then came the war, when those members 
of the firm who remained worked on 
* blister’ hangars, military camps and air- 
craft repair factories. In 1943 Sir Nigel 
Norman was killed in a flying accident in 
which Edward Armstrong, the architect, 
was also injured. The firm was able to give 
some assistance to Armstrong in designing 
work on housing for Chelsea, and largely

as a result obtained direct appointments on 
housing from St. Pancras and Hackney. 
Dagenham followed and later Crawley, 
Hampstead, Basildon, Harlow and Wool- 
wich. 

In 1947 the firm was appointed to design 
and supervise the University College and 
Medical School of the West Indies (a com- 
mission which brought in its train a great 
amount of other official and private work, 
including post-hurricane housing at Port 
Royal; the Ministry of Agriculture, 
Jamaica; airports at Nassau, in the 
Bahamas, and Montego Bay and Palisadoes, 
Jamaica). The BBC TV Centre at Shep- 
herds Bush (with M. T. Tudsbery) came in 
1949 and Imperial College expansion

scheme four years later. It is interesting 
to note that, while regretting the loss of 
certain features of the original scheme 
approved before the decision to retain the 
Collcutt tower, Dawbarn on the whole 
prefers the appearance of the amended 
scheme which allows the tower to be 
retained. 

Concurrently with these three great and 
continuing jobs have come a host of others, 
among them a number of schools, a library 
block at Makerere College, Uganda, and 
work for Stewarts and Lloyds at Corby. 

The exhibition of plans and photos 
assembled in Portland-place, small in size, 
covers a wide field. From the Ringway 
Airport, Manchester, to the final scheme 
for Imperial College (reproduced) the 
‘family resemblance” of the scores of 
buildings on the walls is most noticeable 
evidence of a continued policy of direct 
approach. 

In 1947 there were two. partners: 
Dawbarn and R. F. Lloyd Jones ; between 
them they directed policy and initiated 
design. Since then, the vastly increased 
responsibilities have demanded radical 
changes in administration including the

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LUTYENS:

A Address to Students, Lutyens since 
he died has been under a cloud. Consider- 
ing the changes that have taken place in 
architectural aesthetics it 1s not surpris- 
ing that he should now be regarded by 
many as little more than the creator of 
brilliant pastiche, of no account in the 
chain of architectural progress. Mr. 
Spence boldly predicted that he would 
come back to favour in the future, and 
now that the designer of Coventry 
Cathedral has discovered a basic affinity 
between the crypt of Liverpool R.C. 
Cathedral and Ronchamp the revival of 
interest may be quicker than expected. 
There may even be a deeper significance 
than would appear in the fact that a 
number of distinguished architects who 
knew Lutyens intimately recently fore- 
gathered at the AA to record their 
memories of the great man and his work. 

Those who can cast their minds back 
to the early years of the century will 
recall the extraordinary interest that his 
work aroused, the avidity with which 
each new house was seized on by the 
Press (or rather that section of it with 
an interest in architecture) for illustration 
and appreciative comment. There were 
no critical voices. Lutyens, it seemed, 
could do no wrong and he flourished 
greatly. Of course, he had influential 
connections, and was reasonably sure of 
work, but the immense and entirely un- 
sought publicity he received must have 
played a big part in the building up of his 
fine practice. 

Lutyens was the product of his age, 
especially in his early years of practice, 
the opulent Edwardian period, when 
wealthy and distinguished clients gladly 
queued up for his services; but he 
was not content to remain the fashionable 
domestic architect; from * Surrey 
Vernacular’ he went on to Classic and 
became the architect of big business and 
the State. 

The speeches at the AA were admirable 
in bringing out the charm of Lutyens’s 
personality, and one of the nicest things 
about him was that with all the success 
and adulation he remained unspoiled. A 
great asset was (as has been recalled), 
his puckish sense of humour. Some of

establishment of Groups and a closer in- 
tegration between architects and engin- 
eers. Further partners have added strength 
and are making their own particular con- 
tributions. Of these, Alick Low (who first 
joined Norman and Dawbarn in 1934) has 
taken over the architectural leadership of 
the firm ; Herbert Wilson controls the en- 
gineering section; Walton Lindsay has 
borne the * heat of the day’ on the Tele- 
vision Centre; and Greville Rhodes de- 
votes his energies to the Imperial College 
expansion after playing the leading part in 
the design of the amended scheme. Work- 
ing immediately under the partners are four 
Associates. With the firm thus strength- 
ened and developed, Dawbarn felt that he 
could, without affecting efficiency and con- 
tinuity, change from partner to ‘ Advisor °

his impromptu witticisms are classics; for 
instance, his comment on the outcome of 
his association with Sir Herbert Baker in 


the design of the New Delhi—he had 
‘met his Bakerloo.” Mr. Spence and Mr. 
Curtis Green both mentioned amusing 


quips that will be new to many. Another 
which may not be generally known relates 
to the Queen’s Doll’s House, which 
Lutyens designed in the ‘twenties. Before 
showing this to Queen Mary he had a doll 


made to represent King George V and 
slipped it into one of the beds. 
‘ Lése Majesté, Sir Edwin!’ exclaimed 


the Queen on seeing it. “Oh no, ma’am, 
replied Lutyens, ‘Lazy Majesty!’ 

His witticisms, entirely without malice, 
are legion. When Sir Edwin Cooper was 
elected to the Academy, Lutyens went up 
to him and said, ‘ Two Eds are better than 
one.” Someone ought to collect these 
quips while they are still remembered. 

Either from modesty or nervousness 
Lutyens was not a good public speaker 
When he was presented with the Royal 
Gold Medal at the RIBA in 1921 every- 
one expected to hear a witty speech. 
Instead, he mumbled a few unintelligible 
words and sat down abruptly. 

It is hazardous to prophesy about 
architecture, but it seems extremely 
unlikely that Lutyens will ever come back 
to favour to the extent of a stylistic 
revival. The social and economic circum- 
stances that gave him his opportunities 
are not likely to recur. * Foreshortened 
in the tract of time, his work is now 
seen, and no doubt increasingly appre 
ciated, for what it really is—the last fine 
flowering of traditionalism before the 
contemporary deluge. It is interesting to 
speculate on what he would have done if 
he had practised in these days of the 
glass cage, standardisation, mass produc- 
tion and ruthless economy. Perhaps he 
would have renounced architecture. On 
the other hand, with his keen interest in 
modular design and abstract form he 
might well have given an original touch 
to the rectangularities of the contem- 
porary style. In relating him to Corb, 
Mr. Spence must have caused a consider- 
able flutter in the contemporary dove 
cotes. We must now await developments.

(whilst still remaining architect for the 
Television Centre) and this change was ef- 
fected last autumn. 

Dawbarn has seen the change from his 
original small practice through various 
vicissitudes to a broadly based organisation 
dealing with many jobs at one time but still 
retaining a personal relationship on each 
project. His working philosophy is sum- 
marised in two sentences : * The Architect’s 
first duty is to his Client * ; and‘ Have faith 
in the work you are doing and the next job 
will come along all right.’ At a time when 
the future of private practice is sometimes 
questioned, his experience over the last 
35 years is something that the young 
practitioner considering the relative merits 
of private or official work could do well to 
ponder.

Getting Clients 
To the Editor of The Builder 
IR,—The leading article in The 
Builder of January 30 was most 
interesting, for it outlined proposals for 
action which I have long advocated. | 
should like to take the arguments a little 
beyond the proposal that the RIBA 
should take action (a step which would 
have my full concurrence) and ask why 
architects themselves should not do more 
about making their profession and the 
services it offers known to a wider public. 
Why do not more architects, for instance, 
serve on the boards of the Building 
Societies where they could press the 
advantages of the architect-designed and 
supervised house and perhaps secure 
monetary concessions to intending owner- 
occupiers who employ architects ? The 
occupier would get a better house, the 
Society better security and the architect- 
designer the job. 

Another avenue for making known the 
architect’s claim to serve the public is 
through his serving as an elected member 
of a local authority, where he could stress 
the value of having properly qualified offi- 
cial architects and assistants and render 
expert advice on planning matters, besides 
advising on maintaining panels of private 
architects for exceptional works. Yet in 40 
years’ personal experience in local govern- 
ment employ, I can recall no more than 
four or five architects serving as elected 
members of councils. Other opportunities 
for service which would reflect well on the 
profession lie in membership of hospital 
boards and civic societies and in teaching 
building construction in agricul- 
tural colleges, and so on, and speaking to 
Rotary Clubs and Civic Societies, etc.

‘Pricing the Bill’ 

lo the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—I was interested to read in your 

issue Of January 30 the comments of 

* Experto Crede’ on my talk, * Pricing the 
Bill,’ to the Institute of Building Estima- 
tors. I am in complete agreement with 
him when he states ‘I am aware that 
many quantity surveyors are prone to 
regard the rates in the bill as inflexible 
and tend to ignore the proviso [Clause 
9(b) of the RIBA Form of Contract] that 
these rates are merely the basis for the 
calculation of rates for variations or addi- 
tional works.’ I suggest that there are 
two primary reasons for the widespread 
contention among many quantity sur- 
veyors that the rate in the bills must 
apply in the pricing of variations. 

1. The quantity surveyor is not usually 
an estimating specialist and unapprecia- 
tive of the finer points of estimating. To 
cover this deficiency he tends to adhere 
most rigidly to prices in the Bill for all 
re-measurement work. 

Many builders’ surveyors fail to 
realise that Clause 9(b) exists and that 
they are entitled under its provisions to 
claim an enhanced price where the 
character of the work or the conditions 
under which the work was _ executed 
warrant it. 

There is a need for a better understand- 
ing of the contract conditions between 
both builder and quantity surveyor and 
this can only come about if greater 
attention is given to these matters during 
the years of training. The builders’ esti- 
mator and surveyor occupies a most vital 
place in the industry and it is my belief 
that too little time and money is spent in 
his training.

IR,—With reference to the letter 

from ‘*Experto Crede, I would 
remind him that the present method of 
paying for planking and strutting is 
entirely the outcome of an alteration 
made to the Standard Method of 
Measurement some years ago at the direct 
request of the contracting industry. 

Before that time it was usual for all such 
items to be marked * Provisional’ in the bill 
and payment was only made for such plank 
ing and strutting as was actually put into 
position. The contractors argued that this 
was a bad arrangement because they were 
often ordered to use it when, in their 
opinion, it was not necessary and often they 
could not get authority to use it when they 
wanted to do so. As a result of this repre- 
sentation a specific instruction was given that 
planking and strutting was to be measured 
as a firm item and the onus for its use left 
with the contractor and even if it was not 
used no adjustment was to be made to the 
price. 

Now the estimators cannot have it both 
ways. They now have the opportunity to 
price a firm item, and failure by them to 
take advantage of that fact or to price low 
in the hopes that none will be used is no 
reason for the quantity surveyor to agree to 
alter the contract bill rates to help the esti- 
mator make good his mistakes. 
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*Experto Crede’s’ pleading is the type of 
thing which has caused so many items to be 
added to the Standard Method as time has 
gone by. It should be remembered that this 
is an agreed document and requires a reason- 
able attitude towards its use by both sides.

Half-timber Work in Canada ? 


To the Editor of The Builder 

IR,—Jettied half-timber construction 

is the basis of that part of the Eng- 
lish scene beloved of the North American 
tourists—‘the quaint black-and-white 
cottages of the old country "—and the 
sentimental appeal of medieval oak 
building is not unknown to the home 
trade advertisers of petrol and malt 
liquor. 

For reasons of the extreme shortage of the 
special kind of woodworking skills and the 
need of widespread self-build activities in 
developing pioneer communities in Western 
Canada and the United States, stud wa!l was 
preferred to true frame building. 

Just because jettied (scientific storey over 
hang) half timber is both the forerunner and 
the ultimate development of modern con- 
struction in wood there is a need to get be 
hind the British travel posters of Old Chester, 
Holborn Bars and Moreton Old Hall and 
demonstrate to the world the _ essential 
modernity of traditional British frame build- 
ing discontinued only by reason of the short- 
age of native timber which developed in the 
17th century. 

May I venture to suggest the construction 
in Britain today of a demonstration jettied 
half-timber building with the co-operation 
of the Carpenters’ Company of the City of 
London, the Institute of Certified Carpen- 
ters, the Amalgamated Society of Wood- 
workers, the Federated Home Timber Trade 
Associations, the Timber Development Asso- 
ciation and the apprenticeship branch of the 
Ministry of Education? 

While oak is the traditional material for 
half timber, it is possible that the ample 
and cheap supplies of elm could be used 
if the continual movement of this wood could 
be controlled by the latest developments in 
tung oil and synthetic sealers. 

If a film of the demonstration building were 
made by the British Council or COI and 
made available through the British Informa- 
tion Services overseas, I think this would 
help to put British tradition in building and 
craft skill ‘on the map’ as the inventors of 
timber building as well as explain the black 
and white cottages to the potential tourist. 

As I have had experience in teaching car- 
pentry apprentices here, I would be pleased 
to do what I can in showing such a film.

Gresham’s buildings are in the general tradition of 
scholastic architecture with a fairly strong Norfolk flavour 
characterised by red brick walls and tiled roofs with white 
windows, stone dressings of classical mould, colour wash 
on roughcast and a certain amount of flint walling. To 
design a building of traditional appearance using traditional 
materials required a traditional form. Consequently the 
plan is well knit and while it fully meets the working 
requirements—sepatate accommodation for boys, staff and 
Master’s House—the forms connect and interlock under 
a series of flowing roof surfaces brought to a traditional 
climax in the shape of a tower with a weathervane. 

Though the clients were specific about general character 
and main materials, a completely free hand was given to 
the architects on details and colour schemes. 

The new house is sited between ‘ Crossways’, an 
existing school house, and a recently completed detached 
house for one of the Masters. As the road is a main 
route to Cromer a simple access road system, making use 
of existing crossings, was designed to serve all three 
properties. 
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In all, the scheme provides living accommodation for 
40 boys, a completely separate house for the Master and 
his family, small suites or bedrooms for staff, a large 
dining hall with kitchens for the boys of the house and

60 others from adjoining houses, playroom 
and workrooms for the boys, and an 
additional self-contained playroom for 
boys of *‘ Crossways’ House. 

Construction is of load-bearing 15$ in. 
and 11 in. cavity walls in yellow-grey hand- 
made bricks. Flint walls are used in parts. 
All windows are in softwood, some having 
lacquered sapele panels below cill level. 
The ground floor is a concrete sandwich 
containing a continuous damp-proof course; 
suspended floors are of timber joists, 
boarded and linoleum covered. The roof is 
completely timber framed with trusses at 
intervals, and is covered with dark red 
handmade plain tiles ; it is surmounted by 
a turret with an obseryation balcony giving 
views to the sea. This turret is carried on 
four hips, each having double timbers 
which bear on plywood box beams anchored 
to two timber trusses. Access to the turret 
is by loft ladder into the roof space and 
thence by cat ladder via an intermediate 
platform to balcony level. The exposed 
structure is of Iroko treated with preserva- 
tive and the balcony floor is of teak slats. 
The roof and side walls below balcony level 
are copper covered. A weathervane, with 
grasshopper motif taken from the school 
coat of arms, is fixed to the pinnacle of 
the turret. 

The external escape from the south 
dormitory wing is basically a standard steel 
welded spiral stair. The only modification 
required by the architects was in the design 
of the riser and end plates to the treads. 
These were made from one continuous 
tapered plate. 

The contract was ‘fixed price’ for 
general contractor’s work, and the build- 
ing, including additions to the programme 
during the course of the contract, took 
13 months to complete. A detailed cost 
analysis giving an itemised list is on facing 
page. 

Finally, it will be noted that the character 
of this building is somewhat different from 
the form of design normally coming from 
the architects concerned. There is special 
interest in this as showing that oppor- 
tunities for creative work still exist within 
the traditional field if architects are 
sympathetic and will listen to their clients.

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MEMORIES OF SIR EDWIN 


Nostalgia at the AA 


EMORIES of Sir Edwin Lutyens 

and his remarkable career were re- 
called by numerous distinguished archi- 
tects at a meeting of the AA on January 
28. The President, Mr. Denis Clarke Hall, 
FRIBA, was in the chair. We take the 
following extracts from the speeches:— 

Mr. BRANDON-JONES said: When we dis- 
cussed the holding of this meeting, we 
were asked why we did not wait for 
Lutyens’s centenary. Had we done so, 
the people who knew him would be too 
old or too decrepit to talk about him. 
Apart from his architecture,#he was a 
very interesting and amusing and some- 
times a very naughty man. We wanted to 
get personal information about h'm. 
Also, we thought it would be fun to hold 
a meeting for the benefit to some extent 
of the older generation. 

The very early work of Lutyens was 
strongly influenced by Norman Shaw, but 
he soon came under the influence of 
Charles Voysey and Philip Webb. One 
of his early buildings which shows the 
Voysey influence is the house at Mun- 
stead, which he designed for Gertrude 
Jekyll, who was then a garden architect 
and who had a tremendous influence on 
Lutyens at that time. The date is 1896 
and the plan an informal arrangement 
of rooms around a small courtyard. The 
simplicity, the horizontal lines of 
windows and the big sloping roof are 
reminiscent of some of Voysey’s work. 
About the year 1900 Lutyens was respon- 
sible for one of the most beautiful build- 
ings produced in England in the last 
hundred years, the Deanery Garden at 
Sonning. It shows the influence of Webb, 
in that Lutyens has been driven, probably 
by Webb’s example, to study the tradi- 
tional ways of building and not just 
appearances. 

At this time he became interested in 
classical architecture and began, tenta- 
tively at first, to put classical details into 
his interiors. His house at Little Thake- 
ham, a charming building with a Tudor 
or Elizabethan plan, has a great hall 
running through two storeys, one end of 
which is filled by an ingenious staircase 
in classical style with iron balconies, 
something to which the outside gives no 
clue. At Marsh Court, in Hampshire, 
built in 1901, the exterior is Tudor and 
there is still something of the Voysey 
influence, but Voysey would have been 
shocked by the interior, with its very 
elaborate detail based on Wren 
precedents. Voysey had a great admira- 
tion for Lutyens and regarded him as by 
far the most promising of the younger 
men. Years later Voysey said that the 
greatest disaster which had happened to 
English architecture in his time had been 
the defection of Lutyens to the classical 
camp; if he had not done so, and if the 
brighter young men had not followed 
him, this country might have had a sound 
modern architecture; but Lutyens broke 
away. 

Even before Delhi Lutyens did other 
things than country houses, and he 
wished he had done more. He had a go

at the competition for County Halli but 
did not win it. He was a master at fish- 
ing for jobs as well as for trout. Some- 
times he was very successful, but at other 
times some of the big ones got away. In 
1910 he was asked to build a castle in 
Devonshire, a fantastic building which 
shows his versatility. He was doing this 
at the same time as his classical work. 

In the first world war most of the men 
in his office went into the Forces and the 
building of country houses came to an 
end; but fortunately Lutyens had been 
invited to advise on the town plan for 
New Delhi, the new capital of India, in 
1911-12, and had been out there for a 
preliminary survey. By 1913 he had 
succeeded in getting himself confirmed as

architect for the principal building, 
Viceregal House, and in getting his 
former colleague in Ernest George's 
office, Herbert Baker, appointed to col- 
laborate with him and do the Secretariat 
and Legislative Assembly buildings. From 
the photographs which I have seen of 
Viceregal House I think that it must be 
one of the magnificent buildings of this 
generation. Towards the end of the war 
even the work at Delhi was held up and 
Lutyens devoted his attention to work for 
the War Graves Commission, doing a 
remarkable series of monuments for war 
cemetaries and the Cenotaph in White- 
hall, an astonishing architectural achieve- 
ment. After the war the bottom dropped 
out of the country house business, but 
Lutyens was in with the people who were 
building great commercial palaces in the 
City and designed such buildings as 
Britannic House in Finsbury Circus. It 
is a magnificent piece of scenery. 
Whether it exvresses the vlan is another 
matier; but, looking at it, whether that 
matters I rather doubt. He also did the 
big Midland Bank building, which I do 
not like so much, and embarked on other 
projects as a consultant architect, some 
of which do nothing but damage to his 
reputation. Such buildings as Grosvenor 
House are better forgotten. His last great 
work was his scheme for the Roman 
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Catholic cathedral at Liverpool, which 
looks as though it will never be finished. 
It is one of the greatest architectural 
tragedies of this generation that his plans 
have been cut down and modified. 

Mr. CHRISTOPHER Hussey - said: 
Lutyens was an enchanting companion, 
but so seldom afforded more than a peep 
at his underlying self—the genius that his 
work revealed, and which one felt—that 
he left most people non-plussed. I think 
that one reason was this: his essential self 
was totally preoccupied with architecture 
all the time. Another was that notwith- 
standing his instantaneous reactions and 
his wit—and even his periodic bawdiness, 
which was a sort of diversionary screen 
his inner self was divinely innocent. Two 
little sketchbooks have been brought to 
light dating from 1893-95, when he was 
about 25. They had been found in a pile 
of rubbish thrown away when the office 
was being moved early in the last war and 
rescued by Mr. R. A. Woods, of Messrs. 
Faulkner, the contractors whom Lutyens 
often employed in his later years. One 
contains pen and wash drawings of Mun- 
stead Wood, clearly to show to Miss 
Jekyll, and of another early house. The 
other seems to illustrate, in a unique and 
fascinating way, just those qualities which 
people felt to be Lutyens, and’ especially 
in “young Ned’s” combination of 
precocious ability, astonishing invention 
and romantic innocence, for once 
unabashedly revealed. 

Mr. Hope BAGENAL said: My view of 
Lutyens is that he was a great romantic 
who came by some inner compulsion to 
discipline himself by what is called the 
classic. My exegesis comes almost 
entirely from what he said in this room, 
where he spoke twice, and the meetings 
are reported in the AA Journal for 
November, 1920, when Giles Scott was 
President, and for August, 1932, when 
Knapp-Fisher was President. I wrote an 
account of the first meeting. He sat at a 
table surrounded by students and others 
and answered questions, often in an 
inaudible voice. 

I find that I said this: ‘Here was a 
superbly entrenched artist, thinking in 
terms of Leonardo and inevitably indif- 
ferent to our world.’ Today I should add 
that, if he was indifferent, it was because 
he was fully occupied in summing up and 
expressing the great epoch to which he 
belonged, an epoch in which a democracy 
retained an aristocratic culture. Though 
a romantic and bred in the world of 
William Morris and the picturesque, a 
member of the Art Workers Guild, he 
made in this room in 1920 an interesting 
confession. He said ‘I do not like the 
pointed arch. It is too easy to get out of 
one’s difficulties with it. One cannot alter 
the round arch, but there is no difficulty 
with the pointed, therefore there is not 
the same discipline.’ 

Like many musicians, he was interested 
in the mathematical basis of harmony. 
He worked on a module and had the most 
careful subdivision of parts: he developed 
concepts like the armature of planes. The 
result seems to me to be that he got his 
intervals right. He does not lose pitch, 
but he knows how to modulate. Here in 
this room he said in 1932 ‘ Proportion in 
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architecture is what time and key are in 
music.” 

The work of Lutyens and of other mas- 
ters who submitted their Art-Workers- 
Guild-trained faculties to the discipline of 
the classical stand today as a challenge. 

Mr. FuRNEAUX JORDAN said: When 
you practise pastiche, even with the hands 
of a supreme artist, you are imposing on 
society a style which was not made for 
it, and you can be quite sure that your 
sin will find you out. It found Lutyens 
out in the earlier phase of his career in 
those poetic, dreamlike country houses, 
in that he was externally using the verna- 
cular of the smaller manor house and the 
farmhouse—the great chimney stacks, the 
long ridge line, the mullioned windows 
and so on—but he was not designing for 
gentlemen farmers or for squires but for 
the leaders of Edwardian society and 
great industry, and so behind those mul- 
lioned windows and below the great tiled 
roofs we find walnut panelling. and Ionic 
columns and altogether an essential archi- 
tectural contradiction between the 
exterior and the interior of the house, 
because there was a_ contradiction 
between his approach to design and the 
era in which he was living. 

So too in the second phase of his 
career, when he turned to great city office 
blocks like Britannic House. The con- 
tradiction there was not social but tech- 
nical. I do not complain that Lutyens 
put thousands of tons of Portland stone 
round steel. At least he did not balance 
his Ionic columns on the edge of sheet 
glass, and we may regard the steel as 
being like the reinforcement in concrete 
and as legitimate inside the stone; but 
what he did do, with a superb sense of 
modelling and plasticity, was to take these 
primordial forms which had been worked 
out by the great baroque architects of 
Italy and apply them to a totally different 
cellular construction. I believe that no 
man, however superb his artistry, can 
live out of his time. 


Little Notes 


Mr. Horace FARQUHARSON said: I 
came to Lutyens’s office after some years 
of pupilage and some time in a single- 


man office. When I got there, it sud- 
denly dawned on me that architecture 
was something living and beautiful and 
exciting. Lutyens was extraordinarily 
shy with his draughtsmen and they found 
it difficult to get him to criticise anything 
or answer questions; but in the night he 
went round the boards, and in the morn- 
ing we found them covered with little 
notes that he had made. 

After I had left and had a practice of 
my own I was asked to do something to 
a house which Lutyens had designed, and 
so I wrote to him and asked whether I 
might see the drawings. He sent me a 
cordial reply, and when I went to his 
office I found a roll of drawings on the 
floor and he went down on his knees and 
went through them, making comments, 
and then told me to take what I wanted. 
He did this again on another occasion 
and refused to make any charge. 

Mr. OswatD P, MILNE said: I want to 
go back to London as it was at the begin- 


ning of this century, a London of horse 
buses and hansom-cabs. In those days 
Lutyens’s office was on the east side of 
Bloomsbury-square, and was a fairly 
domestic affair. Lutyens at that time was 
getting well into his ~stride. He was 
already famous for his country houses. It 
is no wonder that wealthy clients, in those 
great days of entertaining, wanted a 
Lutyens house, which fitted so perfectly 
into the English landscape. He was a 
good worker. If not doing a job, he stood 
at his drawing-board in the front office— 
I do not remember him ever sitting down 
—legs apart and usually smoking a pipe. 
He spoke somewhat incoherently; he 
never explained himself; his wonderful 
fund of ideas and invention were 
expressed not in speech but at the end 
of his pencil. If we were in difficulties 
we would invite him to come and help us 
out. He would put a piece of tracing- 
paper over the drawing, and in two or 
three minutes he had sketched half-a- 
dozen solutions to the problem. He 
then put a ring round the one he 
preferred and left us to carry it out. 


Bottomless Purse 


Mr. N. HANNEN: The three years for 
which I served Lutyens were the happiest 
of my life. Nothing could give a greater 
lift to the spirit than to be under him 
and work with him and the people who 
were in the office at that time. 

Sik HUBERT WoRTHINGTON: It has been 
said of Lutyens, ‘He did not theorise; 
he built. He did not like theory; he 
would say, ‘ What is all this talk about? * 
1 was lucky in getting into the Queen 
Anne’s Gate office before the first world 
war. He was 43 then. The first ‘Country 
Life * book was published at the end of 
my time in the office, and the whole of 
the aristocratic London world was at his 
feet. Clients continually came to the 
door, and the Aston Webb people were 
very jealous—they were next door—when 
we had three more carriages than they 
had or when we had three dukes and 
they had only two. Lutyens was lucky in 
his clients and his clients were lucky in 
him, if they had a bottomless purse. 
Lutyens always said, ‘ You must ask your 
client what his income is and build him 
the right house to suit it.’ 

The PRESIDENT, in calling on Mr. Curtis 
Green, mentioned amid applause that he 
was the senior Past President of the AA. 
Mr. Curtis GREEN said: It is 47 years 
ago that I sat in the chair here. Long 
before that I was one of a gang who 
scoured the countryside in search of 
cottages and houses by « young architect 
called Lutyens. Hitherto Philip Webb 
had been the lonely and outstanding 
designer of what a home should be. It 
was in 1900 that I saw Lutyens’s first 
public building, the British pavilion at the 
Paris Exhibition of that year. I wrote 
about it for The Builder. Ten years later 
I met Lutyens, sitting next to him at an 
architects’ dinner party. Next day his 
secretary called on me at my one-room 
office in Gray's Inn-square and asked me 
to call on Mr. Lutyens at 11 a.m. the fol- 
lowing day. I called, and was greeted 
with ‘Hullo, Green! I like your work. 
Do you like mine?’ I thought it was 
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extremely doubtful whether he had ever 
seen anything of mine. He went on, * Will 
you look in here and keep an eye on the 
boys while | am in Delhi? I go to 
morrow. He pulled out a drawing or 
two, including Castle Drogo, and said 
good-bye. 


Enthusiastic Staff 


1 looked in most mornings and learnt 
a great deal from an enthusiastic stailf. 
The secretary thought that one member 
was a little too enthusiastic and wanted 
to part with him, but I could not allow 
that.. His name was Worthington. Lut- 
yens came home again and went from 
strength to strength. When he was elected 
PRA, Sir Walter Lamb was the Secre- 
tary. At the General Assembly of 
Academicians Lutyens addressed them, 
saying, “I am not afraid; Lamb is my 
shepherd.’ 

Mr. SHoosMiITH and Mr. Mepp, 
having recalled memories of the building 
of New Delhi, Mr. AusTeN HALL said 
when the war came all Lutyens’s work 
stopped and for the first time in his life 
he had nothing to do. We suggested to 
him, therefore, that he should continue to 
develop the Bressey-Lutyens plan of which 
he was the joint author and which had 
been completed only a few years earlier. 
That was the origin of the Royal Academy 
Planning Committee. All this was the 
breath of life to Lutyens. He had a lonely 
life at that time. But the last four years 
of his life were entirely transformed by 
this plan. It does not matter whether or 
not you think it was useful; it arose out of 
loyalty to him, and to get something from 
him before it was too late. Some parts 
of it have found their way into the other 
plans. 

Mr. BuTLer said: About eight years 
agO an eminent architect told me that 
he had given a copy of the memorial 
volumes to his office and that the entire 
staff with one voice had said‘ Tripe!’ | 
trust that that is not the general opinion 
today; it is a stupid one. 

Lutyens’s designs developed gradually 
through three phases. There was first 
what has been called the * homespun 
period, 1890-1904, including the early 
country houses, so notable for his hand- 
ling of local materials, for their intriguing 
plans, for their attractive merging with 
their gardens and their attractive detail 
The second phase began when he designed 
the ‘Country Life’ offices in 1904. His 
full Renaissance style began to bud and 
flowered at Heathcote in 1906. After 
1911-12 the germs of his third phase began 
to appear. This is what I call his ele- 
mental period. It represents his highest 
achievement, for this was when Lutyens 
emphasised the importance of order— 
not the Orders, but order. Every draw- 
ing was minutely dimensioned by himself. 
I do not think that he established a theory 
or discovered a secret to which he 
worked; I consider that his designs were 
arrived at by instinct at first and that, 
having found certain ratios which pleased 
him, he cultivated those and where pos- 
sible forced his areas to fit. Good order 
controlled design by the use of a recur- 
ring dimension and later dictated the com 
position of related areas and masses.

Lord Hailsham on the Builder’s 
Status 


HE annual dinner of the Institute of 

Builders was held at Guildhall on 
Tuesday evening, with the President, Mr. 
H. S, Oddie, in the chair. 

The toast of the Institute was proposed 
by Viscount HaiLtsHaM, QC, Lord Presi- 
dent of the Council, who said that one 
of the odd things that he had noticed 
about history was that among Govern- 
ments it was the great builders who were 
popular among subsequent generations, 
and the destroyers of buildings who were 
execrated long after their good deeds 
were forgotten. ‘A building may have 
cost the lives of millions of slaves, he 
said, ‘and the grinding poverty of 
myriads of peasants, but it is by the 
quality of his architecture that the ruler 
is remembered and the methods of his 
taxgatherers and the misdeeds of his over- 
seers pass into oblivion. However,’ Lord 
Hailsham continued, ‘in these days 
Governments rank amongst the great 
builders of all time—and what will this 
Government be remembered for? I hope 
not the Preston by-pass!—and in these 
days of applied science have even invaded 
the spheres of education and training and 
the more esoteric regions of research. 

‘Which is no doubt why you have 
asked to be your guest of honour the 
Minister who has just taken on sole 
responsibility in Parliament for building 
research, which was previously shared 
with the Minister of Works. 

‘This, of course, places me in a rela- 
tion of immediate understanding with the 
Institute of Builders. The main objects 
of your Society run almost exactly 
parallel with those of the Building Re- 
search Station, DSIR, and of the Works 
and Education Ministries, the promotion 
of excellence in the construction of 
buildings and honourable conduct in 
business, the development of technical 
education in the building industry and 
the circulation of relevant information. 

‘All these matters are of immediate 
concern to you. You on your side have

spent much recent 
effort on technologi- 
cal training. I think 
it is widely accepted 
that even the 
immense work in the 
training of crafts- 
men and builders 
through the certifi- 
cate examinations of 
the City and Guilds 
of London Institute, 
and the Ordinary 
and Higher National 
Certificates and Dip- 
lomas are not 
enough. It was for 
this reason that your 
Institute took the ini- 
tiative with the 
co-operation of the 
NFBTE to set up an 
examination -— struc- 
ture intended to lead to a full professional 
qualification in building. This 
should give the qualified builder a status 
equivalent to that enjoyed by his oppo- 
site numbers in the professions of archi- 
tect, engineer and quantity surveyor.’ 
‘Wherever we look,’ Lord Hailsham 
added, ‘the prospects for building are 
good. We need new schools. We need 
new hospitals. Unfortunately we need 
new prisons. We have great areas of old 
property domestic and industrial which 
need—as the Americans describe it—to be 
torn down and redeveloped. There is not 
an aspect of public policy in defence, in 
social reform, or in family life, which has 
not its counterpart in bricks and mortar— 
or perhaps I ought to say concrete, glass 
and Canadian cedar. In all these things a 
professional institute devoted to standards 
of conduct and performance has its own 
unique and indispensable part to play’ 


The President’s Reply 


In his response, THE PRESIDENT (MR. 
Oppie) said that the last few years had 
been pregnant ones in the life of the Insti- 
tute which this year was celebrating its 
125th anniversary of foundation and had

recently been honoured by HRH Prince 
Philip’s acceptance of an Honorary Fel- 
lowship. 

* Like Guildhall 500 years ago, we have 
builded now on firm foundations, and an 
extraordinary general meeting on May 20 
will, I trust, approve of the ‘new articles 
of association. The new examination 
structure should also be approved by then 
and be published by midsummer. From 
that time, entry to the Institute will be 
limited to examined members, and in the 
effluxion of time we shall become a fully 
examined Institute, said Mr. Oddie, who 
added that the Board of Building Educa- 
tion had, through its study groups, given 
invaluable advice in framing the new 
examinations, particularly in Manage- 
ment subjects. 

‘I look forward to the time when the 
builder’s site representative on major 
works will be an Associate of the Insti- 
tute, Or possess similar qualifications, 
said the President. 

On the subject of building research, 
this (said Mr. Oddie) tended to reflect 
the fragmentary character of the indus- 
try. ‘In paying tribute to the splendid 
work of the BRS and the MoW Informa- 
tion service, | wonder whether all build- 
ing research would not benefit by a more 
dynamic direction, closer co-ordination 
and a more penetrative dissemination of 
information. Could I suggest that a Board 
of Building Research might fill these 
needs?” asked Mr. Oddie. * If this finds 
an echo among you, my Institute will be 
prepared to play its part.’ 

Earlier, THE LonD Mayor (the Rt. Hon. 
Sir Harold Gillett) had responded to the 
toast of the Corporation of London, pro- 
posed by Mr. G. O. Swayne, OBE, 
FIOB. THe Lorp Mayor spoke of the 
progress made in rebuilding the City. Of 
the 27m. sq. ft. of floor space destroyed 
in the war, nearly 134m. had now been 
replaced at a cost of nearly £70m. Never- 
theless, the demand for office space was 
still greater than the supply. New build- 
ing schemes would provide parking space 
for 3,000 private cars, which was a useful 
contribution to the solution of a difficult 
problem.

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NOISES IN FLATS 


‘Limited Use’ of a Recent Government Survey 


SOME years ago I was asked to advise 
a client on possible improvements to 
some working-class, sub-standard flats of 
some 30-years’ vintage in the St. Pancras 
area. They were four storeys high, of 
solid brick construction with concrete 
floors, balcony approach and built round 
a courtyard. 

My first impression on entering the 
courtyard was of the din caused by pails, 
running taps to external sinks, children’s 
voices at play and adults’ shouted conver- 
sations. The place seemed to be alive with 
external good-natured noises and my first 
reaction was that something must be 
done to get some semblance of quietness. 

These flats were owned by a private 
housing company and when I intimated 
my thoughts to the director, who was 
standing by me, his immediate response 
was, ‘ For goodness’ sake, don’t stop the 
noise: the tenants are accustomed to it 
and love it, and if you stop it we shall 
have empty flats.’ Things have changed. 
Not only have we planned to avoid court- 
yard reverberation, but we have paid 
attention to internal noises and how to 
overcome them. It is impossible to obtain 
accurate information on the noises which 
actually occur, as human reactions to 
noise, aS to sO many external circum- 
stances, vary so much. 

The latest Research Paper in the series 
of National Building Studies*, just pub- 
lished, does, however, endeavour, by 
means of a very careful and thorough 
survey, to provide useful information on 
the types of noises which occur in flats 
built by local authorities, and to relate 
this information to different floor insula- 
tions. Elaborate charts, graphs and dia- 
grams are included to assist in the study 
of the problem by those whose job it is 
to design this type of dwelling. 

I have tried to analyse the charts to 
see what the architect has to learn from 
them, for, after all, it is his job to over- 
come the problem. The survey was 
carried out some six years ago in three 
types of flats with planning as nearly as 
possible the same. The floors consisted 
of:—Group I: 14 in. floating screed laid 
on 1 in. glass wool quilt on concrete with 
a sound insulation of about 50 dB. 
Group II: Solid concrete floor with steel 
filler joists 12 in. apart with a sound 
insulation of 45 dB. Group III: Timber 
floor with joists and 2 in. pugging in 
between with a sound insulation of 40 dB. 

Let us examine some of the questions 
and answers which have important rele- 
vance to the architect’s problem. When 
asked whether they heard noises from 
the flat above, the following proportions 
answered in the affirmative under the 
heading shown:

These questions are sufficient to show 
the type of disturbance which takes place 
in flats, and the issue must be first to 
determine how serious the disturbance is, 
and second, what can be done to 
eliminate it. ; 

Although the tables in general show a 
lesser degree of sound where there is 
better floor insulation, the difference is 
nothing like as great as one would have 
expected, which is disappointing. It is, 
nevertheless, apparent from the results of 
the social survey on which this informa- 
tion is based that if we are to give more 
isolation to individual flats so that the 
tenants can be less conscious of their 
neighbours, we have to provide more 
insulation in both floors and walls. There 
is special need to cut them off from stairs 
and lifts, and we must also pay more 
attention to the sources of noise within 
the flats, such as we cisterns, banging 
doors, switches, uninsulated steel sinks, 
washing machines, noisy metal casements 
and resonant plaster finishes. All this can 
be done, but at extra cost. 

When tenants were asked whether 
they would be prepared to pay for this 
extra amenity, the numbers who said yes 
were 38 per cent in Group I, 79 per cent 
in Group II and 76 per cent in Group HII. 
How far it is necessary or desirable to 
go to these lengths to isolate a flat is a 
question which is not answered. 

Any theories formed on a social sur- 
vey of this nature must be very hypo- 
thetical, for it is difficult to assess the 
importance of noise in relation to all the 
other things which tenants find unsatis- 
factory, such as draughts, dampness, size 
of rooms, space heating, number of cup- 
boards, layout of kitchen, all of which 
were considered in the survey. It is 
acknowledged by the authors that the 
Group III tenants cannot be regarded as 
typical, which seems unfortunate, and it 
is worth quoting the following paragraph 
from their general summing-up in regard 
to the other two groups:

‘ For practical purposes, it appears that 
a fair summing-up of the position would 
be that, with floors of an insulation equal 
to Group I floors, the neighbours’ noise is 
only as disturbing as several other things; 
with floors of an insulation equal to the 
Group II floors, the neighbours’ noise is 
to many of the tenants the worst thing 
about living in the flats, but at least half 
of the tenants are not seriously disturbed.’ 
For anyone looking for general 
detailed information on the incidence of 
noise in flats, the Study should prove a 
useful work of reference, but as a guide 
to standards of insulation it can only 
have a very limited use. Of all the sur- 
veys which an architect uses in preparing 
his plans, the one which he need regard 
with most circumspection is the one that 
has attempted to plot the temperamental 
reactions of the human animal.

ST. PAUL’S AREA APPEAL 
DISMISSED 


Minister Prepared to Consider 
Revised Proposal 


N appeal by the Church Commissioners 
to develop a site north of St. Paul’s 
Cathedral for offices, showrooms, and shops 
has been dismissed by Mr. Henry Brooke, 
Minister of Housing and Local Government. 
The Commissioners have been invited to 
submit a fresh application on lines indicated 
by the Minister. 

The Ministry stated that the site was 
bounded by Newgate-street, Warwick-lane, 
Paternoster-row, and Panyer Alley. It was 
mostly in the ownership of the Church Com- 
missioners and formed part of the area 
included in Sir William Holford’s plan for 
the redevelopment of St. Paul’s precincts, 

After the public inquiry into the pro- 
posed amendment of the County of London 
development plan to take account of Sir 
William Holford’s recommendations, the 
Minister expressed the view that the tower 
block, some 260 ft. high, which Sir William 
Holford had proposed north-west of the 
cathedral, would be bound to interfere with 
important views of the cathedral, and asked 
that this part of the scheme should be recon- 
sidered. 

The area covered by the Church Commis- 
sioners’ recent application included the site 
of this particular block. On this, the Com- 
missioners proposed that instead of a single 
high tower there should be twin towers, one 
175 ft. high and the other 165 ft. 

Both the Common Council and the Lon- 
don County Council objected to the twin 
towers, however, and the Commissioners 
then offered, as an alternative, to put for- 
ward an amended scheme for a single tower 
block standing some 204 ft. high. 

In dismissing the Commissioners’ appeal, 
the Minister indicated that he would be pre- 
pared to approve a new application on the 
lines of the Commissioners’ revised proposal.

It was thought that such a relaxation would 
bring the Architectural Profession into line 
with the other leading professions, the names 
of whose members are allowed to appear in 
these directories. 

The Late F. E. Pearce Edwards (F): 
Bequest to the RIBA.—A legacy of £1,500 
has been received under the will of the late 
F. E. Pearce Edwards upon trust for the 
provision of an annual prize to be known 
as the Pearce Edwards Award to be 
restricted to official architects and/or 
members of their staffs (defined as architects 
remunerated by salary and/or employed in 
an official architectural department by any 
Government, local authority or public com- 
pany within the British Commonwealth and 
irrespective of age) for a design thesis or 
essay based on a specified subject appertain- 
ing to or connected with any branch of the 
work of such. official architectural depart- 
ments.

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THE TOWN AND COUNTRY 
PLANNING BILL 


Recommendations to Minister 


Shas Town and Country Planning Asso- 
ciation has sent to the Minister of 
Housing and Local Government its views on 
the prospect for town and country planning 
following the enactment of the Town and 
Country Planning Bill, now before Parlia- 
ment. 

The Association welcomes the fact that 
under the Bill all land owners will in prin- 
ciple receive the same price for their land, 
whether they sell to private or public buyers. 
But the Association is concerned about the 
prospect for effective planning, given an 
increasingly free market in land. 

Planning decides just what land is to be 
developed and for what purposes. This 
increases its value. Where pressures for deve- 
lopment are strong, the increase in value 
may be very steep. 

This may lead, says the Association, to 
growing pressure from owners for more land 
to be zoned for development so that they 
may share in the increase. And local coun- 
cils, to keep down acquisition costs, may also 
seek this. 

Where undeveloped land is preserved, 
owners receive compensation based on the 
development value, if any, which their land 
had in 1947. In areas attractive to developers 
a considerable difference will now emerge 
between the amount of this compensation 
and the value of the land if permission to 
develop were to be given. 

Because of this difference, owners may 
press strongly for permission to develop 
their land, or for compensation equal to the 
value of the land if such permission were 
given. The Association are concerned that 
dissatisfaction among owners because of 
differences in treatment may generate a 
threat to the continued protection of agri- 
cultural land, green belts and the country- 
side. To concede this request would involve 
a large increase in the compensation burden 
on the taxpayer, and would lead to an end- 
less chain of compensation claims. 


Recommendations 


The Government should clearly state that 
they intend to keep planning fully effective; 
that compensation for planning restrictions 
will continue on the present basis; and that 
owners of unzoned land should not expect 
Or assume eventual permission to develop. 

In expanding areas, development prospects 
over the next 15 years should now be 
examined and sufficient land allocated to 
absorb them. 

The Government's strong stand to preserve 
green belts should, if anything, become even 
stronger. But a strong stand is necessary 
because of the great pressures to expand, 
especially in the larger cities. 

These pressures must be absorbed some- 
where. The essential complement to a firm 
green belt policy is the building of more 
new towns and expansion of existing ones 
beyond the green belt. Without such a policy, 
green belts cannot long be preserved.

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EVERYDAY THINGS 
By Arthur W. Kenyon, CBE, FRIBA 
LXVII.—Screws 


Hew many of us have suffered from 
the obstinate screw, the missing 
screw, the loose screw—or even the 
* screw loose.” My concern of the moment 
is the obstinate screw—the steel screw in 
the hinge of a door which has well and 
truly rusted in. 

My first method of attack is to use a 
screw-driver in the normal manner, but 
that usually proves futile, and I then 
think of the red-hot-poker method, only 
to find I have neither poker nor means 
of producing red heat—and even if I 
had my faith in the result is small. Next 
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I try penetrating oil, but by this time the 
head is burred and the only hope. left 
is the wrecking method of hammer and 
chisel. 

The other day I decided to dismantle 
an early Victorian builtin cupboard and 
I could see by the size of the heads that 
the screws were pretty big chaps. They 
had been painted with successive coats 
over many years and | attacked them 
with a sinking heart, to find to my 
amazement that they came away as if 
they had been put in yesterday, and then 
I discovered the reason. 

I should have remembered, but had 
completely forgotten, the trick of dipping 
the screws in tallow before insertion. 
You could still feel the wax on them. 
How many carpenters carry a tin of 
tallow in their tool kit to-day? Soap 
would do almost as well. 

There is, of course, a simple way of 
avoiding the obstinate screw and that is 
to use brass screws, but I am told they 
are not strong enough and anyway we 
cannot afford them—neither of which I 
believe. 

I suppose we have all met the screw 
without a point. This dates any piece of 
furniture for there was a time when they 
had not discovered how to point a screw. 
They were then, by the way, very seldom 
used, timbers being connected together 
mostly by joints. 

Then there is the missing screw—and 
how often we find that screws have been 
omitted. It may be that the carpenter 
has decided they are not all necessary 
and the designer has not managed to 
catch up with him. Perhaps the carpen- 
ter is right, but nevertheless I insist on 


having them put in wherever I see any 
missing on my work. A missing screw in 
a hinge is like a missing button on a shirt 
to me. 

Screw sizes always astonish me, and 
when I hear a man say he wants 3 sixes 
or l-in. fours, I think he has got some- 
thing I haven't. 

Let us try to remember that screws 
play a very important part in sound con- 
struction, so let’s carry that tin of tallow 
around with us so that someone, some- 
where, some day, will say: “This man 
knew his job.’ 


SMOKE CONTROL SPEED-UP 


Minister Calls for Five-Year Plans 


Mr. HENRY BROOKE, Minister of Housing 
and Local Government, is calling for faster 
progress in removing the smoke pall from 
the ‘ black areas’ of England and Wales. He 
has asked councils in black areas to inform 
him by the end of June how long it will take 
to deal with their domestic smoke problems, 
what smoke control orders will be needed, 
and their order of priority. He is asking for 
five-year phased programmes. 

In a circular to local authorities, Mr. 
Brooke points out that about half the smoke 
comes from domestic stoves and fireplaces 
burning coal, and that it is mostly discharged 
low down where it does the greatest harm. 
To tackle this problem the Clean Air Act 
empowers local authorities to make orders 
creating areas in which smoke is banned 
from any chimney, unless _ specifically 
exempted. 

He is asking that councils in ‘ black areas’ 
should now consider their domestic smoke 
problem as a whole (if they have not already 
done so) and decide on the smoke control 
orders that are needed, in what order of 
priority they should be made, and how many 
years it is likely to take to finish the job; and 
that they should then prepare a phased pro- 
gramme for establishing smoke control areas 
over the next five years. 


CONCRETE IN BUILDING 


Architectural Implications 


Mr. J. L. Womers.Ley, FRIBA, Sheffield 
City Architect, opened a Concrete Products 
Exhibition in the Mappin Hall, Sheffield, on 
January 26. He said that concrete now 
formed an important part of the architect's 
stock-in-trade. It had caused an increased 
scale of construction with larger buildings 
set in wider spaces. This was happening in 
Sheffield and the local contours formed an 
excellent background to large-scale building. 

Concrete was being used in all major 
school building, Mr. Womersley continued, 
and in buildings at Park Hill, on the new 
retail market, on the Netherthorpe flats, on 
the university extensions, and the technical 
colleges at Pond-street and Granville-road. 

* Designers no longer feel that they must 
cover up concrete with something else. Con- 
crete is now a finished surface as well as a 
structural material—this is important from 
the economic as well as the architectural 
point of view,’ he said. 

The effect of Sheffield’s smoke pollution 
on new concrete surfaces meant, said Mr. 
Womersley, ‘that it behoves us in Sheffield 
to get rid of our smoke as fast as we can.” 


LAW REPORT 


Sloping Back of Timber Shed 
Not a ‘ Wall’ 

Queen’s Bench Division, Before the Lord 
Chief Justice and Mr. Justice Donovan and 
Mr. Justice Ashworth 
Portsmouth Corporation v. 

R. P. Thomas 
TTV\HE Queen’s Bench Divisional Court on 

January 30 upheld a decision of Ports 
mouth magistrates that the sloping back of 
a timber storage shed was not a wall within 
the meaning of Portsmouth's City Council's 
building by-laws, 

The Court dismissed with costs an appeal 
by the Council from the magistrates’ deci- 
sion. The magistrates had allowed an appeal 
by Mr. Rosin Parrick THomas, ARIBA, 
architect, against the Council’s rejection of 
plans for the shed on the ground that the 
work would contravene a building by-law. 

Mr. Davip Wippecomse, for the Council, 
told the court that the case was of some 
importance as the jssue had arisen before 
and might arise again. The by-law in ques- 
tion was taken from the model by-laws. 

LORD PARKER (the Lord Chief Justice) said 
the by-law provided that the external walls 
of any building other than a small house 
should, subject to certain provisions, be non- 
combustible throughout and have a fire 
resistance of two hours. 

The shed was planned to be some 105 ft. 
in length and 90 ft. in width. The front and 
the two sides were to be open and the back 
closed in, The Council claimed that the 
back was the wall of the building and it 
was admitted that if it were, it did not 
comply with the by-law. 

The whole of the roof and the back con- 
sisted of wooden trusses covered with asbes- 
tos. The back was 74 to 8 degrees out of 
the vertical, leaning inwards to the roof. The 
back could not stand on its own without 
support and it and its trusses were inter- 
locked with the trusses of the roof. In one 
sense it was really a continuation of the 
roof but at a very much steeper angle. 

The question for the court was whether 
the magistrates were correct in law. It was 
clear that ultimately a decision whether a 
particular structure was a wall was a ques- 
tion of fact. But for the Council it was 
argued that the magistrates misdirected 
themselves as to the relevant criteria and 
that their finding of fact must be wrong. 

His lordship continued that the magis- 
trates had attached great weight to the fact 
that the back was a sloping structure and 
was not intended to be self-supporting. 

He agreed with the Council's contention 
that these tests might not be conclusive. ‘ But 
I am certainly not going to lay down an 
affirmative definition of a wall.’ 

Part of a building might be a wall even 
though it was not completely vertical or self- 
supporting, But the magistrates had looked 
at the matter as a whole and had come to 
the conclusion as a question of fact that the 
back was not a wall. 

There was nothing to suggest that the 
magistrates had misdirected themselves in 
any way and his lordship added that he 
would have come to the same conclusion. 

Mr. Justice Donovan and Mr. Justice 
ASHWORTH agreed. 





UNIONS AND NEW TECHNIQUES 


Southern Counties Hear 


HE Southern Counties Federation of 
Building Trades Employers, meeting 
at luncheon in the Connaught Rooms 
during their annual general meeting on 
February 6, heard Mr. T. V. Prosser, 
President, National Federation, con- 
gratulate the Building Unions on their 
decision to hold a conference in April to 
discuss new techniques in the industry 
and their impact on union organisation. 

Mr. Prosser said: ‘The problem will 
not be easy to solve, particularly in an in- 
dustry such as ours which is still basically 
and unavoidably a craft one, but this only 
emphasises the courage and sense of realism 
with which our operatives are approaching 
them and I wish them well in their delibera- 
tions.’ 

New construction techniques and new 
mechanical methods were being introduced 
to the building trade every day, added the 
speaker, and although we had not been trou- 
bled by demarcation difficulties so much as 
some other industries, it would be foolish to 
ignore the problems that were looming on 
the horizon. That was why this move by 
building operatives was so important, not 
only to the industry but to the community 
it served. 

Mr. Prosser continued: ‘ Naturally, con- 
siderable thought has been given to this 
matter by building trades employers. When, 
therefore the operatives have discussed and 
clarified their problems to some extent and 
feel the need for joint consultation, both sides 
should be able to meet in a spirit of mutual 
understanding with the common aim of pre- 
serving the present, and improving the future 
efficiency of the building industry and, at the 
same time, avoiding unnecessary hardship to 
the members of individual crafts* or trades.’ 

Mr. Prosser was responding to the toast 
of ‘Our Guests’ proposed by Mr. J. B. 
Ratcuirre, DSO (senior vice-president), who 
welcomed the distinguished visitors present. 

Earlier SrrR Epwarp Muir, KCB (Per- 
manent Secretary, the Ministry of Works), 
proposed the toast of the Southern Counties 
Federation, and made reference to the 
lamented death, which had taken place the 
day before, of Mr. S. R. Gerdes, the Secre- 
tary. He went on to say that the Ministry 
of Works was the biggest customer of the 
building industry. ‘We at the Ministry,” he 
said, ‘find it pays in every way to depend 
upon the building and civil engineering in- 
dustries to do work for us wherever we can 
get good competition. We do this from 
motives of pure self-interest and with no 
regard for builders’ welfare,’ he added amid 
laughter. 

Firm-price tendering, continued Sir 
Edward, was to the Ministry’s advantage but, 
more than that, to the advantage of every- 
body in the industry, for it necessarily 
brought in its train the need for real thought 
and careful pre-planning of preliminaries by 
the architect and his client. ‘It can never 
be said too often that “ pre-planning” 
(horrible word!) is an essential for quick and 
economical building,’ declared the speaker. 

Sir Edward concluded by paying a tribute 
to Mr. Stanley Hearder, retiring Director of 
the National Federation, who, he said, had 
done so much for the industry during his 14 


of Proposed Discussion 


years in office. ‘While he has always had 
regard to the builders’ welfare, he has also 
had a wider vision as well,’ he said. 


Responding, Mr. R, H. Brayson, MBE, 
President, said he was delighted to hear 
Sir Edward Muir stressing the needs for pre- 
contract planning. ‘Many people,’ he de- 
clared, ‘think that the firm price tender is 
merely something which prevents the builder 
from recouping his losses through extras. 
On the contrary, it is something which is 
intended to ensure that the architect and his 
client have their plans ready before build- 
ing begins. It is something that should 
ensure that the building owner gets value for 
his money.’ 


Unfortunately the RIBA, in spite of 
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making recommendations, seemed to have 
failed to get across the principles involved 
to the rank and file of its membership. Here 
more use might be made of the Southern 
Counties JCC’s report on the subject, copies 
of which were collecting dust on too many 
architects’ and builders’ bookcases. 

Earlier in the proceedings Sir Edward 
Muir, introduced by Mr, GEOFFREY SWAYNE, 
OBE, presented prizes to successful students. 
During the subsequent proceedings a hand- 
some set of cut-glass tableware was presented 
to the immediate past-President, Mr. Charles 
Drewitt, and Mrs. Drewitt on behalf of the 
members. 

In the course of the meeting Mr. R. H. 
Braybon, MBE, TD, MIOB, was elected 
President; Mr. J. B. Ratcliffe, DSO, Senior 
Vice-President; and Messrs. W. J. Smith, 
MIOB, and George Stone, MIOB, Junior 
Vice-Presidents for 1959. Mr. G. O. Swayne, 
OBE, FIOB, was re- ‘elected Hon, Treasurer.

Prizegiving Presentation to Building 
and Surveying Students 


HE annual presentation of prizes to 

students of Building and Surveying of 
the Northern Polytechnic, Holloway, Lon- 
don, N7, was held on Thursday, February 
5, with Mr. Brian Roberts, MA, chairman 
of the Governing Body, in the chair. Prin- 
cipal guests included Major-General C. 
Lloyd, CB, CBE, TD, BSc (Director, Depart- 
ment of Technology, City and Guilds of 
London Institute), Mr. A. J. Tavener, FIOB, 
former chairman of Central Area No. 2 
of the LMBA, and Mr. D. H. Page, FIOB, 
London Region President of the Federation 
of Master Builders. 

In his report Mr. T. E. Scott, CBE, 
FRIBA, principal, said that there were three 
groups of students in this section of the 
Department—those who are studying Build- 
ing Administration and Estimating, students 
of Building and Quantity Surveying, and 
those who are studying the building crafts 
‘Unhappily, said Mr. Scott, ‘those two 
sections have not hitherto had the same 
kind of enthusiastic support from the indus- 
try which the students of building crafts have 
enjoyed. Therefore,’ added Mr. Scott, * there 
are very few prizes available.’ 

Turning to the craft section Mr. Scott 
mentioned how fortunate they were in 
receiving extremely valuable financial sup- 
port from the LMBA and the Federation of 
Master Builders, as well as from employers. 
He then stated that the backing and 
encouragement from these bodies was well 
appreciated, and essential to the success of 
their work. Students of building crafts were 
also extremely fortunate in another import- 
ant aspect, that of considerable backing 
from the City and Guilds of London. * Even 
before the Institute existed in its present 
form, for some 600 years people of your age 
were encouraged and helped by apprentice 
organisations’, he said. 


Shortage of Masons 


Concluding, Mr. Scott added that it was 
unfortunate that in these difficult days some 
of the building crafts appeared to be on the 
way out. ‘ You have al] heard,’ he said, * of 
the great shortage of masons since the war, 
and I fear there is going to be a serious 
shortage of really first-class bricklayers.’ 


After presenting thé prizes Masor- 
GENERAL C. Lioyp thanked the Principal, 
Head of Department and lecturers and 
instructors. ‘I think that we are very for- 
tunate, particularly in this country, in having 
such a devoted body of men.’ Second, the 
speaker added, came the Governors and 
administrators who produce the administra- 
tive framework within which the education 
and training was produced. The next group 
of people—and a very important one—were 
the parents. 

He then went on to say that there was 
nothing that gave greater satisfaction than 
the creation of something, however inade- 
quate it might be, out of nothing—out of a 
raw slab of material—by one’s own efforts 
and skill.

TU LABOUR ONLY 
Coventry Council Defer Action 
HE Coventry City Council has decided 

to defer action, pending reconsidera- 
tion by the general purposes committee, on 
a decision made a month ago that contrac- 
tors doing building work for the Corpora- 
tion must not employ non-union labour. 

At a meeting of the Council in committee 
members were told that insistence on observ- 
ance of the clause was delaying urgent work 
on two-important building contracts. 

It is understood that one of the contracts 
relates to Block J—a corner property to be 
built in the Lower Precinct, the traffic-free 
shopping area in the city centre. This block 
will include shops and a dance hall for 
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F. Howlett; Second Year 
Craftwork Prize, J. C.

Ist Prize for Craftwork. 


In November the Council decided in view 
of the urgent need for completing this con- 
tract within twelve months to invite tenders 
from ten firms. 

It is understood that nine tenders have 
been received, and that in all it is specified 
that the quotation for building the block is 
conditional on the clause about employing 
non-union labour being waived. 

The other contract relates to construction 
at the city’s disposal works. It is under- 
stood that firms tendering who have made 
this proviso have been asked by how much 
their contract would ‘be increased if the 
clause was complied with. 

The clause provides that contractors must 
not employ manual workers who do not 
belong to a union affiliated or eligible for 
affiliation to the Trades Union Congress 
Responsibility for observance of the clause 
by sub-contractors is placed on contractors. 

The clause also provides for contractors 
giving facilities to Corporation Officers to 
check that it is being observed. Non-observ- 
ance could be followed by the ending of a 
contract. 

A Coventry builder said later that in many 
instances it would mean an employer seek- 
ng to force a large majority of his workers 
to join a union. The National Federation 
of Building Trades Employers felt that it 
was impossible to operate such a clause. 
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NEW AID TO SURVEYING 
Advantages of the ‘ Tellurometer’ 


y}OR many many years methods of accu- 

rate measurement of distances for sur- 

vey work have been sought, but each has 

been hungrily time consuming. Now a new 

instrument is available, the * Tellurometer,’ 
which uses electronic waves as its * tape.’ 


The ‘ Tellurometer ’ system consists of two 
units, transmitter and receiver, each operated 
by one man. The two units are set up some 
distance apart on the site to be surveyed, 
aimed at other by means of radar 
waves read in strength from an oscilloscepe. 
When they are correctly aligned, radar waves 
are sent out from the transmitter and timed 
in micro-milli-seconds on the journey to the 
receiver and back, and then translated quite 
simply into miles, feet and inches, The pro- 
bable error of this system is stated to be one 
part in 300,000 on long stretches, and the 
maximum possible error is 11 inches in 40 
miles. 


each 


The system enables surveying to be car- 
ried out in a fraction of the time required 
for the more conventional methods of hand 
measurement, etc., and is being used exten- 
sively in the United States to establish the 
numerous ground control points necessary to 
construct the 41,000-mile National Inter- 
state Highway system, and is expected to cut 
millions of dollars off the cost of laying the 
network, and to many months of tedious 
work, 


As regards short distances, the ‘ Telluro- 
meter’ is very useful, although it is not 
recommended for distances less than that of 
500 feet. 


In Battersea Park, London, a course was 
held recently for surveyors, and trainees were 
instructed in the operation of a * Telluro- 
meter.’ In the accompanying illustration the 
operator is using a whistling hygrometer to 
obtain wet and dry temperatures which affect 
the speed of radar waves, but which can 
easily be factored out. He also keeps in 
touch with the operator of the other instru- 
ment, whilst standing behind the ‘ Telluro 
meter” remote equipment 





THERMAL INSULATION 


Measurement of ‘U’ Values 


roe importance of using measured 
*U’ values rather than calculated 
*U’ values was stressed by Mr. T. G. W. 
BoxaLL, OBE, chief technical officer of 
the London Brick Company Limited, 
during a Press conference held on Feb- 
ruary 4 at Stewartby, Bedfordshire. He 
began by saying that the increased cost 
of heating and the growing desire for 
better comfort conditions showed how 
necessary it was that heating engineers, 
architects and builders should plan for 
efficient thermal insulation of buildings. 
At the research laboratories of the com- 
pany located at Stewartby, new facts on 
this vital requirement had been, and were 
being, accumulated in a scientific way. 

Four years previously, Mr. Boxall con- 
tinued, they had realised the importance 
of obtaining measured data of the thermal 
properties of their own bricks and hollow 
clay blocks in walls subjected to normal 
conditions of exposure to the weather, 
and commenced a series of tests. To date, 
as a result of over 14 million measure- 
ments made during the previous three 
winter seasons, it had been demonstrated 
that some currently used values for 
thermal insulation — ‘U’ values— 
obtained by calculation were unrealistic 
and required to be considerably modified 
before they could be taken as a safe guide 
to thermal insulation in practice. 

Mr. Boxall went on to describe how the 
testing, is carried out in the Thermal 
Transmittance Laboratory with apparatus 
which had been designed and operated 
in close co-operation with the Building 
Research Station of the Department of 
Scientific and Industrial Research. 

The insulating value of many types of 
walls, using both the company’s clay 
bricks and blocks, and other building 
materials, were determined by charting in 
detail the temperature differences 
obtained in the individual components of 
the masonry during the transfer of heat 
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(supplied by guarded hot-plates) from the 
inside of the walls through the walls, to 
the outside atmosphere (whose conditions 
were likewise subjected to continuous 
measurement). 

The results, assembled by a computer, 
and charted day by day, had proved to 
their satisfaction that some widely pub- 
lished ‘U’ values calculated from pub- 
lished data for the thermal conductivity 
of specific materials are not borne out 
when applied to walls exposed to normal 
weather conditions and should no longer 
be used. ‘In practice,’ he said, ‘ thermal 
conductivity is vitally affected by moisture 
content and it is important to differen- 
tiate between the inside and outside leaf 
of each wall. Clay bricks and blocks 
have one advantage in that their absorp- 
tion from the atmosphere is less than 
that of many other materials currently 
used for building. Moreover, they dry 
out more rapidly and more completely.’ 

Of future research development, Mr. 
Boxall said that, with the facility which 
the laboratory provided for the 
scientific testing of all types of walls, the 
future planning of adequate thermal insu- 
lation of dwellings could be based on 
realistic facts. 


BRICKS & BLOCKS SATURATED & THEN DRIED 
AT 70°F & SO-6O% RH. 
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Among the many types of walls which 
were being investigated, some had 
already shown great promise. He quoted 
as an example one method of treatment 
of a brick cavity wall which had been 
proved to lower the ‘ U’ value from 0.28 
to 0.14. The investigation of further 
types of wall in this methodical manner 
was expected to bring to light other 
means of attaining really good thermal 
insulation without departing appreciably 
from traditional brick material with its 
many advantages. 

Pointing out that one Act relating to 
Thermal Insulation (Thermal Insulation 
(Industrial Buildings) Act, 1958) was 
already. in operation and the possibility 
of others were being discussed, Mr. 
Boxall explained that the purpose of pre- 
senting the information at this time was 
to emphasise the importance of using 
measured ‘U’ values rather than calcu- 
lated ‘ U’ values in any further Act. Now, 
he stressed, was the time for further 
studies of the type described above to be 
made. 

The conference was opened by Sir 
Ronald Stewart, deputy chairman of the 
company. 


NEWS IN BRIEF 


Cathedral Lighting Praised 
Sie Dean of Westminster, the Very Rev. 
A. C. Don, referred at the golden jubilee 
dinner of the Illuminating Engineering 
Society in London on February 9 to the 
‘admirable results of the scientific relighting 
of Gloucester Cathedral.” ‘I must leave it 
to my successors to see what can be done 
in this respect in Westminster Abbey,’ he 
said. ‘ The present lighting is highly unsatis- 
faetory and inartistic with its dazzling 
pendant lights and those wires suspended 
from its lofty roof which obscure the newly 
revealed beauty of the architecture. The 
new lighting in Gloucester Cathedral was 
illustrated in The Builder of May 3, 1958. 


Water Boards’ Annual Report

More Private House- Building ? 

Mr. Herbert Ashworth, general manager 
of the Co-operative Permanent Building 
Society, stated recently that private house- 
building might be expected to increase this 
year and next. Private builders, he said, had 
been holding off in the past 18 months 
because mortgages were difficult to get. Now 
that the mortgage situation was easier he 
thought quite a sharp rise in private house- 
building would be evident. Mr. Ashworth 
was replying to questions at a Press confer- 
ence in London at which the Co-operative 
Permanent’s figures ffor 1958 were 
announced. These showed that during the 
year the Society advanced the record sum 
of £30.27m. for house purchase, 45 per cent 
of which was lent on newly built houses.

Development of Multi-storey 
Car Parks 


iv private enterprise finds itself unable to 
develop some multi-storey car park sites 
offered to them in the city, then it would be 
open to the Court of Common Council’s 
streets committee to put forward schemes 
of their own for multi-storey car parks on 
the sites, said Mr. B. G. ARTHUR, chairman 
of the improvements and town planning 
committee, on February 5. 

Mr. Arthur was speaking on a paragraph 
of his committee’s report to the monthly 
meeting of the Court. 

The paragraph dealt with the land 
bounded by Upper Thames-street, Queen 
Street-place, the River Thames, part of 
Cameron Wharf, Greenwich-street and Bell 
Wharf-lane. In July, 1957, it had been agreed 
to dispose of the building lease on the land 
to the Federated Trust and Finance Cor- 
poration Ltd., for the erection of a multi- 
storey garage but, said the committee’s 
report, the agreement was not completed by 
the required date (December 27, 1957) 
‘owing to a number of difficulties peculiar 
to this type of development.’ 

The prospective lessees were now prepared 
to enter into a building agreement subject 
to a change of name of the developers and 
their guarantors. 

It was now recommended -that the build- 
ing agreement, to be completed by March 
25, 1959, should be entered into with South- 
wark Investments Ltd., and that Myton Ltd. 
should be accepted as guarantor of the 
agreement. 

Mr. Arthur said that in December, 1956, 
the Court had agreed its policy to provide 
off-street car parking at 14 sites in the city. 
The policy was to be implemented either by 
private enterprise or by the Corporation 
itself. 

It was agreed in 1947 that two of the 
sites, at Upper Thames-street, and another 
at Aldersgate, should be let to private 
development. 

‘With regard to the Upper Thames site 
now before the Court, we believe if the 
Court accepts this proposal this particular 
scheme will go ahead. But may I add this: 
We are determined that there should be no 
further delays in this project. 

‘If therefore the building agreement is not 
signed and sealed by March 25, next, we 
shall regard ourselves as free to take other 
Steps to deal with this matter, which we do 
feel must be tackled with speed and 
energy.” 

Mr. T. KINGSLEY COLLETT, chairman of 
the Court's special committee, said two years 
was a long time just to get one site nearly 
approved. 

Mr. Collett said he did not mean to 
infer that time had been lost by either of 
the committees, who had had many diffi- 
culties to overcome in tackling the problem 
of removing parked cars from the streets. 

“We have got to make it possible for 
the magistrates and the police to do their 
job,’ he declared. 

The Court approved the recommendation. 

On the recommendation of the Improve- 
ments and Town Planning Committee, the 
Court approved the drawings in respect of 
the following developments: 

55 to 58 and 58A Gracechurch-street, 12 


and 13 St, Benet’s-place and 12 to 18 Talbot- 
court, erection of a new building, comprising 
sub-basement, for use a& strongrooms and 
ventilation plant, etc., basement for sanitary 
arrangements and strongrooms, ground floor 
as a banking hall, with seven floors over for 
use as offices, and a flat and ventilation 
plant on the eighth floor. (Architects, 
Playne and Lacey, 19 Queen Anne’s Gate,

with the appropriate Ministers on the re- 
planning of the Covent Garden market area, 
Holborn and Westminster, and if so, what 
policy has been adopted by the committee 
as a basis for these consultations. 

In reply Mr. R. Epmonps said that this 
decision followed the statement by the 
Minister of Agriculture, Fisheries and Food 
in the House of Commons on June 11, 1958, 
that the Government had decided that the 
market at Covent Garden should not be 
moved fram London but should be greatly 
improved in the interests of efficiency, 
smoother traffic flow, reduction of fire risk 
and the proper development of the 
neighbourhood, and that the statutory 
market authority when set up should first 
concentrate marketing in a smaller area.

Rotherham Council Calls for Report 


THe work of Rotherham Corporation’s 
maintenance department was criticised by 
CLior. Mrs. A. Eastwoop, at a meeting of 
the borough council, on February 4, when 
she referred to a minute of the building 
works committee which instructed the town 
clerk to submit a report on the setting up 
of an independent direct labour department. 
She spoke of an example of ‘a crude piece 
of workmanship’ and said that before the 
Council set up a direct labour department, 
information should be available as to what 
was already being paid to the maintenance 
department for such work. 

The example was that of the replacement 
of a roller towel rail at the library. For 
this work the library committee had been 
charged £4 3s. 11d., and she was informed 
that this was made up of £3 13s. for labour, 
ls. 11d. for tools, 6s. 11d. for establishment 
charges, and 2s. Id. for materials. She had 
inspected the rail—a second-hand one was 
fixed—and she considered it ‘a crude piece 
of workmanship.’ 

CLLor. R. HaGue said it was still fresh in 
the council’s mind that the corporation 
dropped £8,500 by tackling the work of the 
Herringthorpe sports stadium instead of 
giving it to private enterprise. 

ALD. ALFRED BUXTON said that at the 
moment the council had only called for a 
report on the setting up of a direct labour 
department. He would investigate the com- 
plaint of bad workmanship, but he had not 
previously heard of it, and the department 
prided itself on its work. 

CiLor. P. C. Wricut said the cost of that 
job was increased because the workman had 
been asked to attend to some door springs.

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TESTING MATERIALS FOR A 
NEW BUILDING 


Australian ‘ Mock-up’ Project 


ES grrenaage ICAL tests of the materials to go 
into their projected new 26-storey office 
building, to be built at Circular Quay, 
Sydney, are to be undertaken by the 
Australian Mutual Provident Society with 
the aid of a two-storey ‘ mock-up’ building. 
The two storeys of this ‘mock-up’ will be 
full-size replicas of two floors of the new 
skyscraper building, down to such details 
as floor coverings and venetian blinds. 

The ‘mock-up’ will be subjected to the 
following rigorous tests :— 

Water will be pumped on the walls 
under high pressure to simulate 70 mph 
rain. storms. 

Attempts will be made to try to set the 
building alight. 

Heavy weights will be dropped on to 
the steel beams and columns to test their 
resilience. 

People will be invited to trample 
through the building to try to wear out 
the floor coverings. If these do not wear 
out quickly enough, abrasive machines will 
accelerate the damage. 

The company’s view is that the cost of 
the ‘ mock-up’ will be very small compared 
to the consequences of using a material or 
a construction method which might prove 
faulty. 

The company will allow builders, archi- 
tects and other interested people to inspect 
the ‘ wrecking’ process of its experimental 
structure.

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Progress in Air Conditioning 
of Industrial Buildings 


By 


industrial air con- 

ditioning has been fairly steady 
during the last few years. Much more 
attention has been paid than formerly to 
the comfort of workers. The introduction 
of continuous processing methods on a 
larger scale in various branches of 
industry has increased the demand for 
steady atmospheric conditions inside a 
factory building, irrespective of outside 
temperature or humidity. Storage and 
shipment of delicate or perishable goods 
also requires controlled air conditions, 
and new storage buildings, warehouses 
and factory dispatch sections have been 
equipped with air conditioning systems. 

Table ‘A’ gives the range of comfort 
temperatures according to type of occu- 
pation and to method of measurement 
of room temperature. The effective 
temperature measurement takes into 
account room _ temperature, relative 
humidity and air velocity, and this scale 
is, of course, of a subjective and experi- 
mental nature. A corrected scale pro- 
posed by Dr. Bedford uses globe 
thermometer temperature instead of 
ordinary dry bulb temperature, and takes 
radiant heat from walls, floor, ceiling, 
etc. into account. The globe 
thermometer reacts partly to the latter 
form of heat, which leaves air tempera- 
ture unchanged, but creates the sensation 
of heat when the invisible heat rays fall 
on the skin. 

The effect of wall insulation of factory 
space is, of course, considerable and 
influences the ‘U’ value, i.e., the heat 
transfer coefficient, and also the vaiue of 
the mean radiant temperature of the 
walls. For example, with uninsulated 
walls the mean radiant temperature is 
44°F, and the comfort temperature 52°F. 
With insulated walls the respective 
figures would be 54°F and 57°F. 


ROGRESS in 


Combining Comfort and Process 
Requirements 


An efficient air conditioning system has 
to take into account human comfort and 
requirements for air temperature and 
relative humidity in accordance with the 
processing of goods. Thus these two fac- 
tors have to keep within the comfort zone 
of a psychometric chart (Fig. 1), but have 
to meet the demands from processing or 
storage of goods. Table ‘B’ shows 
industrial demand for modern air condi- 
tioning systems. 

The modern industrial air conditioning 
plant has to perform two jobs in one, and 
room air has to be treated partly to help 
the job, and partly to provide healthy 
working conditions (Fig. 2). 

An all-year-round air conditioning sys- 
tem makes workers ignore whether it be 
summer, winter, spring or autumn outside 
the factory building. It is possible today 
to equip any building, or certain parts of 
it, with air conditioning equipment which 
supplies continuously treated air with 
exactly the required qualities. Smaller

unit air conditioners are available for 
single rooms, or for sections of a factory, 
using no air ducts at all, such as packaged 
unit air conditioners with direct outlet. 
Modern central air conditioning plants 
have air ducts of smaller diameter with 
high pressure outlet units, which latter can 
conveniently be fitted. Larger central air 
conditioning plants can be located in a 
penthouse on the roof, or in a small 
annexe in the factory yard, and air ducts 
lead the treated air to special outlets 
(grilles, anemostats, etc.) in the various 
floors. 

The question of space can nearly 
always be conveniently solved when 
attempting to install an additional air 
conditioning system in an existing factory 
building (Fig. 3). In some modern fac- 
tory buildings of several storeys, it is 
sometimes advisable to locate a central 
air-conditioning plant either on the roof, 
or on the top floor. The lower floors can 
be equipped with a number of packaged 
unit air-conditioners for individual air 
treatment to suit special requirements. By 
this means the controlled air quality can 
be kept different in each department, and 
short air ducts can be used. 

The very modern factory building, 
designed right from the start for full 
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automatically controlled air-conditioning, 
can be built so that no air can enter the 
rooms (windowless plant) except through 
the conditioning apparatus or plant. 

The installation of air conditioning 
facilities varies enormously according to 
construction and size of factory buildings, 
and with the design of the air’ condition- 
ing system. For the builder and architect 
the latter may influence the building 
design to some extent. Air conditioning 
plants for comfort and/or process 
requirements involve the installation of 
machinery taking up considerable space 
and having often heavy weight. This 
applies especially to central station 
systems using a large air washer chamber, 
fans, air ducts, and the like. Therefore. 
the location of such bulky equipment is 
an item of importance to the builder and 
the structural engineer. Not only the 
machinery itself, but the piping and the 
ductwork leading to and from it must 
have the advantage of sound planning. 

For larger factories, one of the first 
decisions to be made by the designer is 
whether the air conditioning system shall 
be (a) a central plant serving the whole 
building, (b) a multiple type where several 
medium-size airwasher plants serve 
single departments, or (c) whether a unit 
system is preferable. 

The last named system ranges among 
the most notable progress because disper- 
sion of a great number of unit air con- 
ditioners throughout a large factory 
ensures utmost flexibility in planning and 
in operation. The unit air conditioning

method is beneficial for the designer of a 
new building, and can also be easier 
fitted into existing factory buildings, due 
to absence of long and large air ducts, 
The main drawbacks are the higher cost 
compared with a central plant, and some- 
what heavier service requirements. 

A very big advantage of unit air con- 
ditioners is, however, that in practice no 
interruption from mechanical failure is 
likely to occur. 

If, for example, a fan motor fails in a 
central system, or if nozzles for water 
sprays become clogged, a whole factory

or a large section might be without con- 
ditioned air for some time. On the other 
hand, if an air conditioning unit fails, 
the other units in the shed take over and 
keep air conditions as desired until the 
failing unit has been repaired.

(Fig. 4). Truss roof construction with 
spans of 60 to 80 ft. and more provides 
ample space, provided that the truss load 
is adequate, and that the equipment can 
be accommodated wholly in the truss 
section. It may be necessary to make 
compromises in the height of fans, coil 
sections, filters, etc., but frequently this 
can be done without affecting the per- 
formance of the equipment. 

It may be possible to handle floor areas 
from 10,000 to 15,000 sq. ft. and over 
with one station. The floor of the equip- 
ment may be a deck of steel sheets, or 
a concrete slab construction. Closest 
co-operation between the architect and 
the maker of the air conditioning equip- 
ment is essential to deal with details of 
space and weight. 


The Main Considerations 


Other locations for central station 
equipment to be considered during plan- 
ning is a basement, one or more spaces 
in the various fioors in case of a multi- 
storey building, or roof penthouses. 
Without going into details, the three main 
considerations are: (a) Is there enough 
space for the bulk of the equipment? and 
(b) Is servicing easy? Where first instal- 
lation is difficult, maintenance may 
become neglected. (c) The location 
chosen should provide economy in piping 
and air ducting (Fig. 5). 

It has already been mentioned that a 
modern air ducting system has to be 
accessible. Air conditioning takes over in 
most instances the duty of ventilation. 
The air volume blown into the condi- 
tioned space is subject to certain mini- 
mum standards, and the figure might vary 
from 5 to 15 air changes and over per 
hour. In other words the treated air 
volume must be adequate to allow the 
air to be exhausted and replaced by fresh, 
preferably well treated air at adequate 
volume. This requires a motor-driven 
fan of sometimes very large size, which 
has suitable suction effect and also pre- 
duces sufficient air pressure for transpor- 
tation of the treated air. 

The design of an efficient air distri- 
bution system for treated air may be sim- 
ple, or it may produce a major problem. 
In existing factory buildings the installa- 
tion of large diameter air ducts may be 
difficult.

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differences might arise in projects sub- 
mitted by tender. One layout may make 
use of recirculation of air, which lowers 
the cost price, but may be unsuitable, for 
example, where highest purity of air is 
essential. Another offer may provide for 
more air changes without recirculating 
the air, thus being more expensive than 
expected. It can happen in practice that 
the wrong number of air changes has been 
assumed, thus basing all calculations and 
cost On unsound assumptions. 

One project might use fully automatic 
control (which is nearly always advisable), 
but other quotations might have been 
based on hand control, thus lowering the 
total first cost price of a new plant at 
the expense of later trouble with manual 
operation. Again, one plant layout might 
include one or several air pre-heaters, 
coolers and special air filters, while 
another omits these items.

In addition to controlling automatically 
air temperature and humidity, air treat- 
ment embraces a few other essential air 
conditioning factors. The process of 
controlled air treatment calls for the fol- 
lowing additional functions in a plant: 
(1) Cleaning of air by filtration. Freedom 
from spores and certain bacteria is an 
essential requirement in some food indus- 
tries. (2) Humidifying, or dehumidifying 
of air by addition, or extraction of 
moisture ccntent of the air. (3) Heating, 
or cooling, in order to obtain the desired 
air temperature, and/or humidity. (4) 
Mixing and distributing the treated air 
free from draught is an art in itself. 

The number of problems put to the 
makers or suppliers of air conditioning 
plants are numerous. Although in many 
instances standardized units can be used, 
different controlled air conditions for 
various factory departments often make 
special design a necessity. Each problem 
requires a careful analysis of operational 
conditions, and great experience is 
required from the designer and supplier 
of a new air conditioning system. How 
important a good understanding of the 
basic factors is on the part of the future 
user will be explained in some detail 
below. 


What the User Should Know 


The makers of air conditioning plants 
and units usually investigate the existing 


working conditions before they put for-’ 


ward their recommendations and quota- 
tions. For air conditioning of single 
rooms standard units can today be bought 
‘off the shelf’ and installed with some

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advisable for top management to know 
something of the definite requirements for 
ony department, and also to know how 
the single elements of which an air con- 
ditioning system is composed work, and 
their individual function within the com- 
plete air conditioning plant. By grouping 
these elements together, a great variety of 
pliant layouts can then be easier under- 
stood, and their application in practice 
made clear. A good understanding of 
how an air conditioning plant works will 
make the final decision how to allot 
expenditure easier, irrespective whether 
top management relies only on its tech- 
nical plant people, or whether an expert 
is employed. The man who holds the 
strings of the purse must still be able to 
make the final decision in a problem 
which is neither biological, nor chemical, 
nor commercial, but purely technical. 


Co-operation is Essential 


In order to utilise all modern improve- 
ments of air conditioning systems deve- 
loped during the last two decades, closest 
co-operation between the potential user 
or his consultant and the builder and/or 
architect is the first pre-requisite (Table 
*C’). Once the specification has been

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stage of a new factory building, consider- 
able savings may be achieved. Space 
can be allocated for a central plant, and 
the air washer unit may be placed where 
it does not take up valuable factory floor 
space. Air ducting may be incorporated 
into the building structure. Modern unit 
air conditioners may be located on out- 
side walls, or suspended from the ceiling 
out of the way. Likewise, a refrigeration 
plant may be located in a separate room 
or annexe where piping can be kept at 
a minimum. 


The greatest advance in recent years 
has probably been made in improved, 
fully-automatic control methods. Instead 
of using a more or less crude two-step 
(on/off) mode of control of temperature 
and humidity the modern air condition- 
ing system applies gradual or modulating 
control methods. Pneumatic and elec- 
trical automatic control systems exclude 
the human operator to a great extent, and 
keep desired values of temperature and 
humidity within very close tolerances. 


Automatic continuous air filters are 
kept clean all the time, thus adding to 
required air cleanliness. Supervision of 
a modern refrigeration plant working in 
conjunction with the air conditioning 
system can also be reduced to a minimum 
by applying fully-automatic refrigeration 
control. The use of a supervisory instru- 
ment panel with measuring and control- 
ling instruments, alarms and remote 
control possibilities by hand completes 
improved working conditions.

THE PRISON BUILDING PROGRAMME 


HE Prison Commissioners are faced with 

a building programme of formidable 
dimensions and great urgency, according to 
the Government White Paper on penal 
reform entitled Penal Practice in a Chang- 
ing Society, published on February 2 after 
an announcement in the House of Commons 
by the Home Secretary, Mr. R. A. Butler. 

Surveying the need for a large programme 
of new prison building and reconstruction. 
the White Paper makes it clear that the chief 
obstacles to penal progress are inadequacy 
and antiquity of the present prison build- 
ings and their inability to provide enough 
accommodation for the present increase in 
the prison population. 

Despite these obstacles, progress has been 
made, but it is recognised that few of the 
proposals for future progress can be realised 
until new prisons of various kinds have been 
built and old ones remodelled. The White 
Paper, describing the programme already 
planned and in progress and that projected 
for the future, comments: * A building pro- 
gramme planned in relation to modern 
requirements is therefore a prerequisite of 
progress.” 

It is explained that to implement the policy 
for the treatment of young offenders, more 
detention centres and training establishments 
are required. Six detention centres (four of 
them completed) are in the present pro- 
gramme. Another six must be built. An 
additional borstal reception centre for 350 
boys, three secure borstals, each for some 
200 boys, a secure borstal for 96 girls, and 
four open borstals for boys are in progress 
or planned. Additional borstals, open and 
closed, would have to be provided as the need 
arose. 

The prison programme was even greater. 
The present programme included two secure 
prisons, each for 300 men, and a psychiatric 
prison hospital. Additional security prisons 
would be required for at least 1,800 men 
serving long sentences. 


Special Projects 


Three special projects would also have to 
be considered in the next few years. The 
first was a modern prison, or prisons, for 
women to take the place of the unsuitable 
early-Victorian building at Holloway: this 
was planned in 1938, but had to be aban- 
doned after the war. The second was an 
establishment in which it would be possible 
to provide, within the framework of a high 
degree of security, a suitable regime for 
dangerous prisoners serving very long sen- 
tences. The third was the complete recon- 
struction of Dartmoor, which was approach- 
ing the end of its serviceable life. 

Turning to housing for prison officers and 
their families, the White Paper states that 
since the war 2,550 new houses have been 
built and 650 modernised. The present pro- 
gramme included 1,000 new houses and the 
modernisation of 625 others. And there 
would still be a programme of about 2,000 
houses, including quarters for future new 
establishments and the replacement of cer- 
tain prefabricated temporary quarters. 

In a tabulated summary of the future 
programme, the White Paper also refers to 


the need for remand and observation centres 
sufficient to accommodate all untried 
prisoners and such convicted prisoners 
requiring observation before being classified, 
and to a programme of reconstruction for 
the local prisons. 

Stating that all the work would cost a 
great deal of money and take some time, 
the report adds: ‘But the urgency is 
accepted and the work will be done as 
resources become available.’ 

The Secretary of State for Scotland 
announced in a written reply on Monday, 
February 2, that to meet present and known 
needs, the prison building programme in 
Scotland must be greatly expanded. Plans 
were being made to provide detention centre 
accommodation for about 250 young male 
offenders; remand centre accommodation 
sufficient to take all young men awaiting 
trial or sentences; about 150 extra places 
for boys committed to approved schools; 
additional borstal accommodation, open and 
closed, for about 260 young male offenders; 
and additional secure accommodation for 
150 male prisoners. In addition the moderni- 
sation of existing institutions and staff 
quarters and the provision of new staff 
quarters would be accelerated. 


FACTORY FIRE RISKS 


HE Standing Committee of the House 
of Commons considering in detail the 
Factories Bill began debating on February 3 
the clauses dealing with fire risk and fire 
prevention. After representations by Con- 
servative and Labour MPs the Government 
agreed to accept the principle that county 
and county borough councils—the existing 
fire authorities—should be responsible for 
the certification of factories under the clause 
dealing with means of escape in case of fire. 
It was contended successfully that the fire 
authorities, rather than the Jocal district 
councils, employed the experts—the fire pre- 
vention officers—who could best perform 
this task. Government amendments to put 
the responsibility on to the fire authorities 
will be moved at a later stage of the Bill. 
Mr. Rosens, the chief Opposition spokes- 
man, said it would be absurd to put the bur- 
den on to the authority which had no com- 
petent individual within its employ to take 
on this responsibility. 

Mr. GERALD NaBarro said that what had 
occurred in recent factory fires was of such 
a grave character that every opportunity 
should be taken in the Bill to re-enact the 
fire prevention and fire escape provisions in 
a form that would prove both durable and 
acceptable to industry and local authorities. 

Mr. RicHarp Woop, Parliamentary Secre- 
tary, Ministry of Labour, said that another 
Opposition amendment would require fac- 
tory occupiers to send plans with their appli- 
cation fer certification in order to speed up 
the process. He was not clear about the 
nature of these plans, whether they should 
be highly detailed or just sketches, but if 
the amendment was withdrawn he would 
look into the matter to provide something 
that would be both helpful and give a greater 
degree of definition. The amendment was 
withdrawn. 


Opposition Amendment 


The Committee went on to consider an 
Opposition amendment to provide that where 
a fire brigade officer went to a factory to 
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examine means of escape he should be able 
at the same time to examine the whole of 
the factory for the purpose of considering 
and making recommendations on any aspect 
of fire safety, including precautions to pre- 
vent fires and the provision and maintenance 
of appropriate means for preventing and 
restricting the spread of fires. 

Mr. RoBens said prevention was better 
than cure, and once in the factory the fire 
brigade officer should be able to go through 
the place with a fine tooth comb and point 
out what in his view were inadequacies in 
relation to fire prevention and fire fighting. 
The amendment gave a protection against 
the zealous fire officer for he would make 
recommendations and it would be the duty 
of the factory inspector to ensure the recom- 
mendations were carried out. Where the 
inspector considered any recommendation 
should not be enforced, he should report it 
to the chief inspector of factories giving 
reasons and should furnish a copy of that 
report to the fire brigade officer. 

Mr. READER Harris, supporting the 
principle of the amendment, said a fire 
officer friend of his went to a cellulose work- 
shop where a partition had been built of 
breeze blocks. In the crevices of the blocks 
there had accumulated a_ considerable 
amount of cellulose. The partition ought 
to have been built with some material which 
could be washed down easily. This parti- 
cular partition had been passed by the 
factory inspector, who made no comment. 

The debate was adjourned until February 
10. 


THE PRESTON BY-PASS 


URTHER questions appertaining to the 
closure of the Preston by-pass were put 
to the Minister of Transport, Mr. HaRoLp 
WATKINSON, on February 4. From the Oppo- 
sition Front Bench, Mr. G. Srrauss said 
that those responsible for constructing the 
London-Birmingham motorway claimed that 
their method of construction precluded the 
possibility of damage by frost. If so, why 
was not a similar method used at Preston? 
The MINISTER said that it was only natural 
that in an early stage of a big roads pro- 
gramme various methods of construction 
should be used. At least four or five dif- 
ferent methods were being used at the 
moment all over the country. He said: * It 
is right that they should be, as that is the 
only way in which we can adapt our con- 
Struction to differing conditions of soil 
and climate.’ 

When Mr. Strauss observed that in the 
absence of an independent inquiry into this 
and surrounding matters, not a person in the 
country would believe the Minister’s state- 
ment that no one was to blame, Mr. 
WATKINSON retorted ‘ That is your personal 
opinion.’ The Minister said that up to that 
moment he had not received any reports of 
damage by frost to any trunk or by-pass 
roads completed during 1958, other than the 
Preston bypass. He said that most roads in 
that part of the country were still heavily 
frostbound and it was difficult to give an 
answer. 

He said, answering another question, that 
he was advised that no frost damage had 
occurred on the western section of the 
Northwich by-pass which was opened to 
traffic on December 15 last. He added that 
the dualling of the existing trunk road 
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A.556 mmediately west of this new section 
of the by-pass would start next July and 
should be completed by about April, 1960. 

Another Labour transport spokesman, 
Mr. Earnest Davies, asked the Minister to 
reconsider his decision not to hold an inde- 
pendent inquiry in view of public concern 
over methods of road construction. Mr. 
WATKINSON said that all the detailed investi- 
gations into the Preston by-pass had shown 
no failure in design or construction. 


Repairs in Progress 

In written replies to further questions on 
February 4, Mr. Watkinson said that repairs 
to the road were now proceeding as fast as 
frost conditions allowed-but the date by 
which they would be complete depended on 
the weather. The cost of repairs would be 
about £5,000, In addition, in order to draw 
off the water which had collected in the road 
and as an insurance against any further dam- 
age, the Lancashire County Council with his 
approval had decided to install additional 
drainage alongside the carriageway where 
necessary. When this work was complete he 
was advised that its cost would be about 
£90,000. 

Mr. Watkinson explained that the Divi- 
siona] Road Engineer for the North Western 
Division was responsible for four counties, 
and 22 county boroughs. He had an engin- 
eering staff of sixteen. The Divisional Road 
Engineer, or his representative, visited the 
Preston by-pass during its construction on 
an average once every two weeks. ‘It is not 
the Department’s policy to supervise its 
agents in a contract in detail,” said the 
Minister. 

He also stated: ‘ The Consulting Engineers 
for the London-Birmingham motorway do 
not recommend any modification either in 
the specification, which is not the same as 
for the Preston by-pass or in construction 
methods. As at present advised, I have no 
reasons to differ from their conclusions.’ 


London-Yorkshire Motorway 


Mr. AvBert Roperts asked the Minister 
of Transport on Feb. 4 what action he pro- 
posed to take to extend the London-York- 
shire motor road beyond the present deter- 
mined point. 

Mr. WaATKINSON: The difficulties of find- 
ing a satisfactory route for this motorway 
through Leicestershire have not yet been 
resolved and I cannot therefore yet say when 
I shall be able to publish a draft scheme for 
the northern section of the London-York- 
shire motorway. A line proposed by the 
Leicestershire County Council is being 
urgently examined in comparison with. those 
previously put forward. 

In a written reply on Feb. 5 the Minister, 
asked what steps were taken by his depart- 
ment to ensure that the newest techniques 
for building major highways in the United 
States of America were made available to 
those responsible for building motorways in 
this country, said: The latest methods of 
design and construction used in the USA 
and other countries are closely studied, their 
technical] literature is available, and mem- 
bers of the engineering staff of my depart- 
ment have made a number of visits abroad 
to gain knowledge at first hand. This infor- 
mation is also available to the local 
authority engineers. 


ROAD HEATING EXPERIMENTS 


Sap ened ORY progress on experiments 
for the electrical heating of road sur- 
faces was reported in the House of Com- 
mons on February 3 by Mr. Harmar 
NICHOLLS, Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Works. He said that experi- 
mental surfaces were laid at West Drayton, 
Middlesex, in 1956 and the results of these 
experiments and the advice of the research 
laboratory were at the disposal of any high- 
way authority that might wish to apply this 
method to particular stretches of roads. - It 
could most readily be installed in a new 
road or on stretches due for resurfacing. The 
method had so far been confined to steep 
slopes. _ 

Sir W. ANSTRUTHER Gray asked what 
would be the cost of electrically heating the 
road at The Mound, Edinburgh, and Mr. 
NICHOLLS said it was near to the figure Sir 
W. Anstruther Gray had mentioned recently 
in a debate. He believed he said that the 
cost of installation would be about 30s. per 
square yard of road surface and that the 
running cost, depending on the climate, 
would be about 2s. 6d. a square yard in the 
winter. Those figures were not far off the 
mark. 

In a later question he explained that the 
Road Research Laboratory had also assisted 
in the preliminary design of a heating sys- 
tem for the approaches to the proposed tun- 
nel under the Clyde at Whiteinch, Glasgow. 
The electrical heating was switched on by a 
thermostat which operated when the road 
surface temperature approached freezing 
point. It was combined with a hydrostat 
which meant that current was switched on 
only when there was moisture on the road 
surface. If there was intense cold without 
the road being damp, no current was used. 


THE HOUSE PURCHASE AND 
HOUSING BILL 


HE GOVERNMENT are considering 

the question of the possible need to 
amend building society legislation. This was 
stated by Mr. Erroii, Economic Secretary 
to the Treasury, when the House of Com- 
mons, sitting in committee on February 4, 
began to consider amendments to the House 
Purchase and Housing Bill. This Bill is 
based on the Government White Paper 
‘House Purchase, Proposed Government 
Scheme’ outlined in The Builder. of 
November 21, while further details of the 
Bill were given in The Builder of December 
12. 

The second clause, dealt with on February 
5, defines the conditions under which the 
Minister can lend to approved societies to 
cover loans made to owner-occupiers for 
the purchase of private houses built before 
January 1, 1919, and valued at £2,500 or less. 

Mr. Brooke said there had been criticism 
that the Bill ignored the known difference 
of values in and outside of London. The 
outcome was an amendment which fixed 
£3,000 for London and the Metropolitan 
Police district. This was a wise differentia- 
tion. The amendment was accepted. 

On the clause which will enable local 
authorities, if they think fit, to make 100 
per cent mortgage advances, Mr. 
Mircuison, the leading Opposition spokes- 
man on housing, moved a lengthy amend- 
ment which in effect imposed certain condi- 
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tions when 100 per cent advances were 
made. One of the proposals in the amend- 
ment was that a percentage of the repay- 
ments and interest on the 100 per cent 
advance should be put into a repairs fund 
and that fund should be applied by the local 
authority towards keeping in repair all the 
houses in respect of which 100 per cent 
advances had been made. 

Mr. Mitchison said that a purchaser 
would have to pay more under a 100 per 
cent advance than he would pay as rent of 
a rented house, other things being equal. 
The risk was that people would commit 
themselves to every penny they had and then 
get into trouble the moment the repairs bill 
had to be met. There were likely to be 
advances on houses which would need 
repairs expenditure fairly soon. If the 
advances were made out of local authority 
funds it was right that steps should be taken 
to see that the property was preserved 
properly and that the borrower’s individual 
difficulties did not result in that house fall- 
ing into grave disrepair. 

The suggestion was that the local 
authority should be bound to make some 
allocation of this sort. 


Facilities for Repairs 

Mr. Bevins, Parliamentary Secretary, 
Ministry of Housing and Local Govern- 
ment, said that conditions in the amendment 
were restrictive in their impact on house pur- 
chase and must in practice discourage house 
purchase arrangements between the citizen 
and local authority. 

‘In the world in which we live today 
people who may have limited means find 
available to them a number of facilities to 
help them in maintaining their homes, which 
I recognise is not always easy,’ he went on. 
“Indeed there are literally thousands of 
reputable building contractors today who, 
week after week, are advertising repairs and 
maintenance for owner-occupiers on a two- 
year basis at a nominal rate of interest. 
Indeed quite a number of banks are pre- 
pared to finance work of that kind.’ 

The amendment was defeated. 

Mr. BROOKE moved an amendment, which 
was carried, to remove the £5,000 limit on 
the amount a local authority could advance 
for the purchase of a house. The Govern- 
ment had concluded—after consultaticns— 
that there was no need to retain the limit. 
It was in the interests of a local authority 
if an under-used large house could be pur- 
chased and converted, thereby providing 
additional housing accommodation. The 
Government had concluded that the simplest 
course would be to remove the limit 
altogether. The matter was optional. There 
was no reason why an authority should go 
beyond £5,000 if it did not wish to do so. 

On the clause relating to the duty of local 
authorities to make grants towards certain 
improvements, Mr. Brooke moved an 
amendment designed to prevent an applica- 
tion for a standard grant being entertained 
for a dwelling which had been provided later 
than the end of 1944. He said that without 
the amendment it might be possible for 
someone to build a house without a bath- 
room and then apply for a standard grant 
to install one. That would be absurd and 
the amendment would ensure that such un- 
intended subsidies were not paid. The 
amendment was accepted. 
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In the course of later debate the Minister 
said his desire was to get standard grants 
for the provision of a bath, hot water supply, 
water closet and satisfactory food storage, 
applied for and utilised as widely as possible 
because he believed that through them they 
would be able to bring about in a com- 
paratively short time far reaching improve- 
ments in the conditions under which many 
people lived. It would still be open to any- 
one to continue to apply for the old type 
of improvement grant, which would not be 
so tightly bound by conditions. If the clause 
fulfilled his hopes and expectations they 
would see the figure of £35,000 a year for 
old improvement grants rise rapidly to a 
considerably higher figure. 

Another Opposition amendment, which 
was negatived, sought to ensure that to 
qualify for grant a house had to be in * good 
and tenantable repair,’ but Mr. BEvINs said 
this would lead to uncertainty and frustrate 
one of the major objectives of the Bill. 
Arrangements were being made to pay the 
grants as smoothly and swiftly as adminis- 
tratively possible. 

Further consideration of the Bill was 
adjourned. 


OTHER BUSINESS 
Colliery Spoil Tips 

AsKeED for a statement on future measures 
to be adopted to control the extended 
tipping of colliery spoilheaps, Mr. H. 
Brooke, Minister of Housing and Local 
Government, stated in a written reply on 
January 27 that having consulted with the 
Minister of Power and National Coal Board, 
he was in no doubt that the Board were 
conscious of their duty to preserve as far 
as possible the amenities of the countryside. 
All new tips started since 1948 were subject 
to planning permission and when it was a 
question of laying out a new colliery the 
Board worked in the closest collaboration 
with the local planning authority. 

He went on: ‘As regards existing tips 
which remain in use, the Board cannot, at 
any rate for the present, contemplate expen- 
sive major works for improving the appear- 
ance of the tips, nor would I feel it right to 
press them to do so. But the Board have 
given an assurance that they will do what 
they can to improve the appearance of exist- 
ing tips where this is possible by minor 
works agreed locally with the planning 
authorities.’ 


Road Research 


Mr. JoHN RANKIN asked the Parliamentary 
Secretary to the Ministry of Works, as re- 
presenting the Lord President of the Council, 
what experiments were now taking place at 
the Road Research Laboratory at East 
Kilbride to further road safety by electrical, 
or other methods; and if he would make a 
statement. 

Mr. HARMAR NICHOLLS, replying on 
January 27, stated: The programme of re- 
search carried out by the Road Research 
Laboratory includes work on the electrical 
heating of road surfaces, the prevention of 
snowdrifts by snow fences, and chemical and 
mechanical means of removing ice and snow 
from roads. The Scottish branch at East 
Kilbride participates in this work, keeps in 
close touch with Scottish problems and 
assists in disseminating the results of this 
work in Scotland. 


He added: Good results are being 
achieved from this research, as is being 
shown by the way abnormal weather con- 
ditions are being dealt with. 


Costs of Hospital Building 


Questioned about the cost of the proposed 
alterations to Joyce Green Hospital, Dart- 
ford, Kent, Mr. R. THomMpson, Parliamentary 
Secretary, Ministry of Health, said in a 
written reply on January 23 that they 
involved improvements towards operating 
theatre and staff accommodation at an esti- 
mated cost of £60,000, and-the Regional Hos- 
pital Board expected to complete this work 
in July. Subsequently they proposed to pro- 
vide a twin operating theatre at an estimated 
cost of £40,000 and, as and when finance 
became available, to continue with the 
general upgrading of the hospital. The cost 
of this was estimated at between £300,000 
and £400,000. 

He indicated that the cost of building a 
non-teaching general hospital with 800 beds 
was at least £4m. and possibly considerably 
more. None had been erected since the war. 


Scottish Timber Industries 


Mr. Wituis asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland what steps were being taken 
to use Scottish supplies of timber to pro- 
mote the growth of timber-using industries 
in Scotland. 

Lorp Joun Hope replied, on January 27: 
The Forestry Commission have in addition 
to normal marketing activities sponsored 
investigations into the feasibility of estab- 
lishing in Great Britain small-scale pulp, 
wood chipboard and wood fibre building 
board plants. Reports on these studies are 
expected to be published within the .next 
two or three months. 


Architectural Education 


Sm ALFRED Bossom asked the Minister of 
Education if he would instruct technical 
schools or colleges including architecture or 
building in their curriculum to consider giv- 
ing their last-year pupils instruction on the 
preparation of time and progress schedules 
for the number of operatives and quantity 
of materials required, which, though em- 
ployed to-day with marked success in other 
countries, were seldom used in Great Britain. 

Mr. GEOFFREY LLOyD, in a written reply 
on January 26, said: It would not be appro- 
priate for me to issue instructions on this 
but, as I stated last July, the inclusion in 
achitectural and building courses of the 
study of time and progress schedules is a 
development which I welcome. 


Industrial Disputes 


Mr. MacLeop, Minister of Labour, in a 
written reply in the House on January 28, 
said that there was a large measure of agree- 
ment between the representatives of industry 
that some form of compulsory arbitration 
on ‘ issues’ should be continued. 

He was asked by MR. PRENTICE what pro- 
posals he had to make to replace the work 
previously carried out by the Industrial Dis- 
putes Tribunal in dealing with cases where 
employers failed to pay wages or to abide 
by conditions negotiated for their industry. 
He said he hoped to move a clause in the 
committee stage of the Wages Council 
(Amendment) Bill to cover the matter. 

Mr. Wane asked for new machinery to 
cover local authorities and local authority 
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employees, and the MINISTER said that dis- 
cussions were proceeding. 


Building Work and Travel 

THE MINISTER OF TRANSPORT announced 
in the House of Commons during question 
time on January 28 that one of four working 
groups set up by the new London Travel 
Committee would deal with building develop- 
ment as affecting travel. Another group 
would consider the feasibility of further rail- 
way construction. 


Buildings for Horticulture 


Announcing that the Government had 
decided that certain sections of the horti- 
cultural industry were facing special diffi- 
culties, Mr. John Hare, Minister of Agricul- 
ture, stated in the House of Commons on 
January 26 that they proposed to introduce 
legislation which among other things would 
provide for grants towards the cost of build- 
ings and equipment necessary for the prepa- 
ration of fruit, vegetables and flowers for 
the market. The cost of the grants would 
be a maximum of £7,500,000 over five years. 


New Towns, Scotland 


Mr. McInnes asked the Secretary of State 
for Scotland, on February 3, if he was aware 
of the large volume of opinion in Scotland 
in favour of another new town to deal with 
Glasgow’s overspill problem; and if he would 
undertake to designate such a new town. 

Mr. Mactay: I am aware that this 
opinion has been expressed in certain 
quarters, and as I have said before, the 
possibility of another new town at the appro- 
priate time is not ruled out. At the present 
stage in the overspill operation, however, 
this would be a wasteful diversion of 
experience and effort, which would not 
hasten the resettlement of industry and 
families. 

When Mr. McInnes contended that build- 
ing consultants and architects directly or 
indirectly involved in the Glasgow overspill 
problem were unanimous and emphatic in 
stressing the need for further overspill, Mr. 
MACcLay said they were anxious to get on 
with the complicated overspill operation 
which architects and everyone else wanted, 
as fast as they could before complicating 
the issue by plans for another new town. 
“I am advised that our resources are fully 
strained with the Cumbernauld new town 
and other overspill operations in progress,’ 
he said. 


Cost of Work at Stonehenge 


Mr. HucH Mo Lson, Minister of Works, 
said in a written reply on February 3 that 
the cost of re-erecting the trilithon and two 
outer circle stones at Stonehenge was 
£10,350. 


Comments by RFAC 

Sm ALFRED Bossom asked the Minister 
of Works if he would request the Royal 
Fine Art Commission that when comment- 
ing on designs submitted to them, they 
should be more complete and constructive 
in their suggestions than at present, to 
enable these suggestions to be put into prac 
tice without the delay that now frequently 
occurred. 

Mr. Simon, Financial Secretary to the 
Treasury, wrote in reply on February 2: 
‘I will bring this suggestion to the notice 
of the Royal Fine Art Commission.’

BRAZIL.—A further development has 
taken place in the negotiations for the con- 
struction of a steel mill for the Companhia 
Siderurgica Paulista at Piacaguera, near 
Santos in the State of Sao Paulo.

It is understood that the Kaiser 
Engineering Company will be responsible 
for the planning and engineering side of the 
work and that substantial quantities of 
equipment are likely to be ordered from the 
UK.... Approval has been given to a project 
put forward by two Brazilian companies for 
the expansion of an existing dry dock in 
Niteroi in the State of Rio de Janeiro. The 
address of the company principally concerned 
is Cia. Comercio e Navegacao, Avenida Rio 
Branco 26—A andar Rio de Janeiro. 

CANADA.—A _ multi-million-dollar _resi- 
dential and industrial development is planned 
for the Whittier Park area of St. Boniface, 
Manitoba....The Central Housing and 
Mortgage Corporation has announced the 
release of an additional $250m. to provide 
mortgage funds for housing.... Montreal 
financier Lloyd Champion has announced 
that he intends to build a big separation 
plant in the Athabaska area of Alberta this 
year.... United States and Ontorio officials 
have been discussing financing arrangements 
for the proposed $18m. bridge across the St.

COLUMBIA.—Thé Minister of Public 
Works announced recently that priority 
would be given in the Ministry's programme 
for 1959 to road building, to which £12m.

(Llanos.). . . . A small World Bank Mission 
visited Colombia some weeks back and 
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arrangements were completed for the follow- 
ing loans for electrification: For Anchicaya 
hydro-electric scheme at Cali—US$8.8m. 
For Caldas hydro-electric scheme at Mani- 
zales — US$4m., and for Medellin — 
US$3.2m. 

DOMINICAN REPUBLIC.—New houses 
for 67,000 of the inhabitants of Ciudad 
Trujillo, Dominican Republic, are to be 
built in the city’s eastern area. The total 
cost of the plan will be $25m. A total of 
15,125 houses will be built together with 
churches, schools, clinics, parks and social 
centres under the Government plan. It will 
enable 22.5 per cent of the city’s population 
to be rehoused. 

FRENCH EQUATORIAL AFRICA.— 
British, French and American construction 
firms have teamed up to carry out a rail- 
way contract worth nearly £94m. They are 
Taylor Woodrow (Overseas) Ltd., of Lon- 
don, the Compagnie Industrielle de Travaux, 
of Paris, and the Utah Construction Com- 
pany, of San Francisco, who will build a 
single track railway for the Compagnie 
Miniere de L’Ogooue, which is developing 
extensive manganese deposits in the area of 
Franceville. It is expected work will start 
soon on the line which will be 198 miles 
long and of metre gauge. It will run from 
Mayoko in French Equatorial Africa to a 
point near Brazzaville, where it will connect 
with the OCongo-Ocean Railway to provide 
a direct run for the manganese ore to the 
seaport of Pointe Noire. It will be com- 
pleted in three years. Work will involve 
the construction of two major bridges, a 
number of viaducts and culverts and the 
setting up of quarries from which to obtain 
stone direct. 

HONG KONG.—dQuarters for more than 
800 police families are to be built at Cheung 
Sha Wan, Kowloon, on four acres of recently 
reclaimed jJand. Five 11-storey blocks will 
house a total of 826 self-contained flats, a 
primary school, clinic, guardhouse, etc. 
Building work is expected to start in about a 
month and take 18 months to complete....

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Scotland’s Housing in 1958 


J ae number of new houses completed in 
Scotland last year was 32,170, roughly 
the same number as in each of the two pre- 
vious years (32,437 in 1957; 31,901 in 1956). 
At the end of December the number of new 
houses under construction was 29,724 com- 
pared with 35,346 at the same date in 1957. 
Of last year’s completions 22,622 were built 
by local authorities, 3,277 by ‘the Scottish 
Special Housing Association, 1,474 by New 
Towns and 4,061 by private owners. The 
ratio of private enterprise completions to the 
total was one to eight, a little higher than 
last year but lower than in 1956. 

These facts are given in the quarterly 
housing return for Scotland, published on 
February 3, by HMSO, price Is. 3d. Over 
353,000 houses have now been built in 
Scotland under the post-war housing pro- 
gramme. In addition 32,176 temporary 


houses were completed between 1945 and 
1949.
